Mayor Fonno occupiod the chair at the 
meeting of the alderman Monday even- 
ing. Considerable routine business was 
transacted. The charges against Supl. 

K iss, h iving been shown to be absolute- 
ly groundless, and evidently prompted 
by a do, ire to smirch tho record of a 
clean and straight-forward public official, 
the highway committee completely ex- 
onerated him and condemned tho parties 
who accused him of irieguUrities in 
office iu the interest, of his owu and 
other profits. The new street asked for 
by Mrs. D. C. Heath and others, to con- 
nect the north and south boundaries of 
the city, received tho endorsement of the 
highway oommittee, that body recom. 
mending its laying out and the accept- 
ance of the gifts of money and land 
offered for the improvement by the 
abuttors and citizens. 

Aldorman Plummer spoke emphatical- 
ly relative to pest holes, referring to such 
places as Boyd’s pond before it was filled 
in, and other malarial breeding spots. 
They should be wiped out of existence, 
he said, and a liberal expenditure, if 
necessary, made to get rid of them in the 
interests of tho health of citizens. 

Under the bead of appointments, 
Mapor Fenno started the municipal ball 
rolling by announcing the following as 
suecial police officers without pay: 
dames A. Mills, Ward Six; Sylvester J. 
Burke, Charles W. Doherty, Clark E. 
Fisher, Ward Two; William F. Compton, 
Ward Four. The appointments were 
confirmed by the board. 

Communications were received from 
the school board asking for an additional 
appropriation of $750 for account of 
school incidentals: from the board of 
health, recommending tho laying of a 
sewer in Clinton street, and from the 
Land and Harbor Commissioners relative 
to a proposed lock and dam in the 
Charles river aud notifying tho city 
council of a beariog on same in tho green 
room of the State house, Oct. 3. 

PETITIONS. 

Alderman Rumery presented a petition 
of the Master Plumbers of the city, re- 
questing the appointment within a month 
of an inspector of plumbiog, agreeably 
to requirements of statute, aud lurther 
askiug, in the event of delay beyond that 
time in taking action, that the petitioners 
be granted a hearing. The petition was 
sigued by T, J. 'lartnett, H. W. Pierce, 
and practically all the boss plumbers of 
the city. It was referred to the com 
mitlee. 

A petition for gas lamps on Elm road 
and Grasmere street was referred to the 
committee on fuel and street lights. 

A petition of the Newton Jr Wator- 
town Street Railway Company asking for 
new locations for tracks was referred to 
the street railway committee, aud a bear- 
ing on same ordered for Monday evening. 
Oct. 15. The petitioners desire locations 
for the exteubiou of their tracks, begin- 
ning at the corner of Walnut and Water- 
town street iu Newtouville, at a juuc 
tiou of the tracks of the company located 
at that point; thence in a westerly direc- 
tion through Watertown street to West 
Newton; thence through Washington 
street in a westerly direction to Nowtoo 
Lower Falls, to dividing line between tbe 
city of Newton and the town of Welles- 
ley. A location is, also, asked for ao ex- 
tension of their tracks, as now laid ou 
Walnut street iu Newtouville, from their 
present terminus iu a southerly direction 
ou Walnut street to the tracks of the 
Newton & Boston Street Company ou 
said Walnut street: also the right to 
mako a rail connection at the corner of 
Washington and Walnut streets in New 
tonville with the tracks of tho Newtoo 
Street Railway Compauy, now located on 
Washington street ; also the right to erect 
the Decessary poles ami wires for the 
operation of their ears by eloctrici'y oo 
said lnoatious as petitioned for. What 
the railroad people most desire (o do, it 
will be seeu, is to cross tbe tracks of tbe 
Boston & Albany Railroad ou Waluut 
street. It is quite uu undertaking, but 
it seems tbe only way to mako the con 
nectiug street railway link between tbe 
north aud south sides of tbe city, uow 
that tbe scheme for separating tbe 
grades, has, apparently, died a uatural 
death. 

Tbe petition of W. L. TUompsou aud 
otbeis for tbe laying out aud acceptance 
of Boylstun street was referred to tbe 
highway committee; also a petition 
sigued by residents of Eldredge street in 
opposition to wideuing there for a pro 
posed boulevard. 

HE AIUNUS. 


Several bearings were given ou orders 
authorizing laying of sewers aud other 
improvements. Air. Brigbt. tppuared at 
tbe healing given on the petition of the 
New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Co,, asking for locations for 1) poles anil 
the necessary wires ou Auhurudale 
avenue, which he explained were re 
quued to uruish telephone service at 111 
city stables Mayor Fenno read a letter 
from Win. Quint), who offered no objec- 
tion to the scheme of placing poles on 
Auburiidalu avenue, but who exuresse ' 
the hope that they would bo put up ou 
tbe uotlb side of tbe street, where lb 
least d onage to shade trees would re- 
sult. The bearing was closed. 

REPORTS ANtr ORDERS. 

Tbe joint standing committee ou high 
ways, to whom the petitiou ut I) 
llea'li and others requestiug the city to 
extend, widen aud lelouale Appleton 
street, reported iu favur of the project 
The report was accepted. Au order 
olfered by Alderman U ithfeld was sub 
sequeutly adopted providing for the ac 
ceptauce by the city ol tbe gifts of 
money and laud offered by abuttors aud 
citizens interested iu tbe Appleton street 
improvement. 

Orders wete adopted authorizing the 
laying out ul Hi Isido road from llowdoiu 
to Waluut streets; giving iiolice to 
Elijah Urtgliam aud others of the tutuut 
of tho city to lay out, exteud, wideu aud 
relocate Appleton street from Washing- 
ton stteet to tlie central boulev n d and 
appointed a hearing lliereou lot Monday 
evening, Oct. 15; appropriating $1500, to 
be added to tLe appropriation for draius 
and culverts, for the construction of a 
drain and culvert iu Woo Ibtuo street: 
$000 to be uddu i to $1003.40 received 
troin abuttors, the whole to be applied 
for laying out Austin street; aulbonzing 
the highway committee to coustiuct a 
drain from Centre to Klinwood stieets, 
at a cost uot to exceed $15,000 aud pro- 
viding for the issuing of a leu year note 
to cover the cost or tbe work, beating 


Interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per 
auntim. 

Alderman Bothfeld said that the neces- 
sity of a drain from Centro to Elmwood 
street seemed urgent. After heavy 
rain falls, water to the depth of from 2 
to :t feet found its way into collate of 
houses on Church and Contro street. 

On motion of Alderman Hunt, an inn- 
holder's license waa granted to Welling- 
ton Tracy. 

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld an 
order paastd authorizing the highway 
committee to coutract for the improve- 
ment of Waban street and Walnut park 
at a cost not to exceed $15U0. 

On motion of Alderman Hunt an order 
passed authorizing the laying of a aewer 
Austin street, from Mt. Vernon to 
Greenwood avenue. 

Alderman Rotle presented the petition 
of Nowton Centre residents for relief on 
account of aunoyntice and damago sus- 
tained on account of surface drainage in 
the vicinity of Pleasant street. It was 
referred to the oommittee ou sowers. 

Jnnk liconaes were grauted to William 
Young and Simon Canta. 

On motion of Aldermau Rumery, the 
order appropriating *500 for the im- 
provement of the bed and brook of 
loyu's pond, was taken from tbe table. 
The Ward Two alderman then moved tbe 
passage of the order. Ho said that the 
money was required to deepen and 
straighten tbe brook. Tbe water was 
very low, and numerous cases of malaria 
had beeu reported in tbe locality about 
tho pond. 

Alderman Plummer — The work should 
be done at once. Tbe committee on 
parks is strongly in favor of it. I believe 
that expenditures in the interests of 
health are of paramount importance. 
The impression, somehow, is going 
abroad that Newton is getting to be an 
uuhealtby place to live in. We want to 
make the city attractive and free from 
such pest holes as that malarial spot 
once kuown as Boyd’s pond. It has been 
filled in and now tbe brook at its outlet 
needs deepening and straightening. 

After some further discussion, the 
order was passed unanimously. At this 
point, a recess was takeu. 

UPON REASSEMBLING, 

Mayor Feuuo announced the appoint- 
ment of Arthur Muldoon as private sower 
layer. Mr. Muldoon was confirmed. 

Alderman Bothfeld next submitted the 
following report for the highway com- 
mittee on tbe case of Supt. Ross who was 
charged with favoritism in office: 

The joint standing committee on high- 
ways to whom was referred petition No. 
177(17 of Joliu Leahey, et. al , relative tp 
improper employment of teams and labor 
on the boulevard, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

Tbe petition sets forth “that teams and 
men have beeu employed from other 
towns adjoining Newton, and that the 
superintendent of streets and assistant 
superintendent have let out certain work 
and employ certain labor with a view of 
profit to themselves.” 

Tbe petitioners, being represented by 
counsel, were giveu a hearing on Friday 
evening, Sept. 2S. Of tbe ten petitioners 
seven only were present. One other, 
Joliu Cain, had previously presented to 
the committee his sworn affidavit, hereto 
attached, in which he declared that his 
signatuie to tbe petitioo was a forgery, 
and tbut be did not believe that the 
superintendent of streets is letting the 
wotk to bis owu pecuniary benefit. 

Gregory Burns, Johu Leahey and 
Thomas Mullen, tbe only persons desir- 
ing to be beatd, testified that they bad 
no reason to believe that the superinten- 
dent of streets or assistant superinten- 
dent were in tbe least guilty of the seri 
ous charge preferred aud that they 
signed the paper without kuowiug what 
it contained. Thfir complaint was simp- 
ly that tbeir teams nere uot hired as 
frequently as they considered their 
share. The pay-rolls however disproved 
this. 

This petition originating evidently in 
tbe spite and vindictiveness of some per- 
son or persons unknowu to tbe com- 
mittee; executed, as professed, in ignor- 
ance of its contents; with one, at least, 
of its signatures a forgery, and contain- 
ing not a single statement or charge that 
could be proved, is a paper so outrage- 
ous iu its nature, and so wicked in in iu- 
teul that its promoters and signers 
should receive tbe severest condemna- 
tion. 

Mr. Ross and bis assistants are com- 
pletely exonerated and tbe committee 
take this opportunity to publicly express 
tbeir appreciation of the ability, tbe in- 
tegrity and tbe HiuglenesB of purpose ol 
tbe superintendent of streets.

(Junrterly Meeting of Trustees of New 
ton Hospital. 

Tho quarterly meeting of the trustees 
of the Newton Hospital was called to 
order at 3. 15 o’clook on Friday the 28th 
ult., with President J. R. Leeson in the 
obair and twenty-two members in at- 
tendance, viz: Mesdames M. L. and J. 
N. Bacon, Blake, Gould, Hovey, Lowell, 
Mason, Morse aud Laiue, and Messrs. 
Burr, Ellison, Emerson, Tyler, Crockett, 
Scales, Leeson, Pettee, Pratt, Shinn, 
Frisbie and Thayer. 

Tbe records of the last meeting were 
read and on motion approved and filed. 

The treasurer, Mr. George S. Bullous, 
then submitted his report, showing re- 
ceipts from care and treatment of 
patients during the quarter of $2,470.0(1. 
From other sources, $703.15, Expendi- 
tures, $4,322.05. Balance on haud, 
$1,381.18. On motion of Mr. Burr the 
report was accepted aud filed. The obair 
called attention to the need of close 
economy for the remainder of the year, 
the balance in treasurer’s hands being 
hardly enough for one month’s expenses. 

On motion of Dr. Soales it was voted 
that Mr. Ellison and the clerk prepare a 
statement of the work done by tbe hos- 
pital for city patieuts during t^ie year 
for the use of the fiuaoce committee. A 
detailed report of tbe executive commit- 
tee was next made by Dr. Shiuu as fol- 
lows: Number of patients admitted 
during quarter, 108; number discharged, 
103; number of deaths, 7; patients re- 
maining Sept. 1st, 33. 

Gifts were received from friends of the 
hospital as follows: From Mr. Edward 
W. Pope a wheeled stretcher; from Joel 
Guldthwaite & Co., through Mr. Blod- 
gett, a tloor covtriug for deadening noise 
in corridors ami from Mrs. Bullivaut an 
invalids’ chair. 

The resignation of Dr. Loriog from the 
hospital staff was reluctantly accepted 
by tbe committee and Dr. A. S. Wiley 
appointed in his place. 

The completion of the refurnishing of 
tbe rooms in tbe private ward, uuder tbe 
direction of tbe special uommitiee.iip- 
puiuted for tbe purpose at tbe last meet- 
ing, was reported, also that Mrs. E. H. 
Mason has refurnished tbe room former- 
ly fitted up by her mother, Mrs. Nicker- 
sou, aud that a reduction of 12 1-2 per 
ettut to tbe cost of ice has been made by 
the Newton Ice Compauy. On rnotiou 
tbe tepui t was accepted aud filed. 

Tbe chair theu announced that some 
misunderstanding bad ariseu, regarding 
tbe miuimutn charge for patieuts iu 
private wards, aud it wus suggested that 
a uew card be issued making ibis Ipcint 
so clear as to prevent future trouble. 

In this connectiou it was stated that 
while prices at Newtou Hospital raoge 
from $15 to $40 per week, at tbe Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital as high as $75 
per week is charged, the rooms aud at- 
tendance being virtually tbe same iu both 
hospitals. The chairman next reported 
observations ou training of nurses in 
Eugluud aud said the training of Ameri- 
can nurses is considered more thorough, 
tuuugb tbe period of instruction in Eug 
laud is louger. He stated further that 
iu Loudou there is u bureau or head- 
quarters for ttuises out of employment 
where they cau fiud support uutil re- 
engaged, suggested somethiug of the 
kiud for uurses here, aud expressed the 
opiuiott that it might become advisable 
to leugtbeu tbe term of pi operation to 
three yeats iu order lo guard agaiust au 
oversupply of graduates as well as to 
insure iucreased < tlicieucy. 

Mr. Lucius G. l’ratr, chairman of the 
managers of tbe Nurses Homo aud 
Training School, theu submitted bis re- 
port as follows: The number of pupil 
uurses is tweuty-six ami the examina- 
tions show that tbe work is extremely 
satisfactory. Tbe health of tbe uurses, 
siuce occupancy of the Home, is much 
improved, there having beeu practically 
no slckuess among them. 

Miss Coouau. a highly valued graduate, 
who was so seriously injured iu a rail- 
way accident while euroule to her borne 
iu Nova ticotiii, is reported out of danger, 
bill will bo badly disfigured aud will 
probably lose tbe sight of au eye. An 
euily visit from her is hoped for, aud an 
assurance giveu of such kiud atteLtious 
as one »f her uoble caliiug aud self- 
sacrificing character deserves. 

All the furnished rooms aud beds at 
tbe Home are iu use. Tbe order of the 
executive committee to furuishlive more 
rooms is uot yet carried out. One buudred 
aud fifty dollars, enough to furuisb two 
double rooms, lias beeu collected aud is 
now iu the bauds of tbe treasurer, aud if 
tbe $25(1, needed to furnish the other 
three rooms, is not forthcoming, tbe 
mouey ou haud will he used to furnish 
two rooms for immediate use. Ou mo- 
tion the meeting adjourned at 4.3U 
o’clock.

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A COMMENDABLE ENTERPRISE. 


MItfl. D. O. lIRATIl’S PLAN FOH A NEW 
AVENUE CONNECTING THE CENTRA!. 
BOULEVARD AT IIOMKR STREIT AND 
THE CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT — 
LKOENDS OF CHEESECAKE AND ITS 
RELATIONS TO THE ANCIENT CITY OF 
NORUMREOA. 


An Illustration of whnt may bo accom- 
plished by a woman is furnished by Mrs. 
D. C. lieath of this oity who has success- 
fully oarried through the initiatory 
plans of an important pnblio improve- 
ment. 

The location of an oloctric street rail- 
way on Walnut street suggested to her 
the necessity of providing a safer avenue 
of connection between the north and 
south sides of the city. She, therefore, 
went to work and evolved a route for a 
street 50 foet in width, starting from the 
central boulevard at Homer street; 
thence through Appleton street, which 
is to be widened, ncross the Boston & 
Albany railroad tracks to Lowell street, 
and on to the Charles river embankment. 
The new wny runs parallel with Walnut 
street. Although starting from the 
central boulevard at Homer street, it is 
intended to oonueot with nn avenue 
leading te the Newton cemetery, provid- 
ing a quiet nnd suitable approach to that 
beautiful place of sepulchre. Tho idea 
is to diverge toward the oast at Hull 
street from Appleton, constructing the 
new road in tho valley, in part for 
economio reasons, that route calling for 
loss expenditure, and becauso of the 
great advantage in securing a safer ap- 
proach to the cometory. It is intended 
to locate what will be tormed a lot 
owner’s gate at tho cemetery, opening 
on the proposed new avenue, through 
which all fuuoral piocessions may enter. 
Mr. E. B. Haskell, who was one of the 
membors of the Newton boulevard com- 
mission, is strongly iu favor of Mrs. 
Heath’s plan. It is his opinion that it 
will give an attractive and safo street 
running north and south from Homer 
street to the Charles river. 

The project is not an expensive one 
and the entire cost to the city, it is 
thought, will not exceed $10,000. To 
extend Appletou stroet, it will be neces- 
sary to remove ono dwelling house, now 
located directly opposito the terminus of 
that thoroughfare. It is owned by Mr. 
A. P. C. Griffin who has agreed to ac- 
cept, on a basis of exchange, another 
location. From the abutters, Mrs. Heath 
has secured the releases of tbo various 
pieces of land which will be required for 
the widening of Appleton street. The 
abutters and oitizens interested in the 
improvement have also subscribed one- 
half of the amount necessary to purchase 
the vacant land between the Griffin 
house and Austin street. It will be 
readily seeD, therefore, that there is no 
obstacle in tbe way of carrying the plan 
through. There is no opposition to it; 
it is conceded by every one to be a most 
desirable thing to do and even the 
theory that it would provent tho widen- 
ing of Walnut street in the future has 
exploded into thin air. Tbe owners of 
realty on Walnut street are fully in sym- 
pathy with Mrs. Heath and hope that 
the city will avail itself of tbe oppor- 
tunity nfTorded for laying out a roadway 
that will be of great public benefit in 
providing a relief for the thoroughfares 
now inaccessible, especially for pleasure 
driving, on account of tbo danger from 
electric cars. In this city, great care is 
used by tbe street railway people to 
avoid frightening horses, but it is a 
regrettable fact that the highways in 
which tracks ore laid are extremely 
narrow and that it is, frequently, the 
unexpected that happens, even where 
exceptional precautions ure taken to 
prevent mishap. 

There is one other point, too, that 
should be taken into consideration in 
estimating the advantages of the plan 
suggested by Mrs. Heath. The streets 
in this city have been laid out ou a sort 
of “go-as-you-please” principle. Very 
little thought was given, it would appear, 
to future requirements. From Centre 
street, with the single exception of Wal- 
nut, thero is no roadway running north 
and south through the city fora distance 
of two miles. With the great territorial 
areas of tbe Newtons and the necessity 
that admittedly exists of bringing the 
ffcattere 1 sections in closer relation, the 
one with the other. It would seem an 
examp'e of penny wise and pound foolish 
policy to throw away the chauce offered 
for auother intermediate connectiug 
highway between the north and south 
boundaries of tbe city by neglecting to 
secure the laud and contributions of 
money offered for that purpose upon the 
most favorable terms. It will not be 
necessary for tho city to proceed at once 
with the building of the street, if 
ecouoraio reasons should prove a suf- 
ficient argument for delay. All that is 
really required, now, is to secure tbe site 
for the proposed high way and tho rolease 
to the oity of the laud ueeded to enable 
it to lay out the street wheu it can be 
done with due regard to the interests of 
tax payers aud tbe comfort and con- 
venience of tbe public. 

Mrs. Heath bus clearly furnished the 
means toward that cad. Her labor has 
been purely in tbe interests of the com- 
mon weal and bus involved much patient' 
and persistent effort. It is to be hoped 
that such a commendable enterprise will 
meet with all tbe success that it deserves 
and that the realization of her well con- 
ceived project will be attained. 

There seems to be hardly a doubt, 
now, that such will be tbe fact, for the 
highway committee through its chair- 
man, Alderman Botbfeld, reported iu 
favor of it at the meeting of tbe upper 
braueb of the oity council Mouday even- 
ing aud u hearing ou the taking of tbe 
land necessary fur the widening, exteu- 
siou and re-location of Appletou street 
was oiderod for Mouday evening, Oct. 
15. iu lurtberauce of the projeot, an 
order, too, was adopted, authorizing the 
acceptance by the oity of tho pieces of 
land aud contributions of muuey ugree- 
ubly to tho propositions of the peti- 
tioners requesting the city to curry out 
the improvement. If the common coun- 
cil concurs, the new highway is assured 
unless some unexpected opposition 
develops at the hearing aud thero seems 
to he very little likelihood of thut. 

There is a bit of interesting history asso- 
ciated witli the Cheesecake brook, (ac- 
cording to i’rof. E.N.Horsfoid.one of the 
tributaries of the (dairies river used by 
file Norsemen who settled the aucieut 
city of Nunimbugu). l’rof. llorsford, it 
will be remembered, discovered ou the 
banks of tbe (Jbuiles tile situ of Foit 
Noruiubogu. occupied for some time by 
the liretousl 'some 100 yenrajfaffo and 
many years earlier still built and oc- 
cupied us the seat of extensive fisheries 




and a settlement by the Northmen. 
Watertown, ho says was the site of the 
ancient city of Nommbega. There were 
those, of oourse, who when lie first bold- 
ly asserted that fact, were inclined to 
doubt the accuracy of his conclusions, 
but today tho foremost historians, In- 
cluding Prof. Fiske, declare that be was 
right, and that the accuracy of tho re- 
searches he made leading up to the 
establishing of tho much disputed loca- 
tion of "the lost city” cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

The Cheesecake, then, was once 
navigable as far as Davenport rock and 
was the way for small craft, in the days 
of the Northmen, to tho forest regions. 
Here the Mcsur wood was collected and 
tbe logs sent floating down tbe stream 
and ultimately to tbo Charles. Dams 
and ponds were Doccssary at tho month 
of tho stroams to prevent tho logs from 
going down tbe Charles without a convoy 
and out to soa to be lost. Evidences of 
tlieso ponds and dams are to be found. 
Canals, deltas, ditches aud boom dams 
iD Watertown, the Nowtonsand territory 
further inland from the river, are monu- 
ments teslyfying to tho presenoo of the 
Norsemen on every square mile of the 
basin of the Chnrles rlveh 

It would be appropiiate under tbe 
circumstances to give the new avenue 
some fitting name serving to perpetuate 
the memory of tlieso discoveries of an 
early settlement by the Norsemen of tbe 
region in tbe vicluity of CbeeBecake 
once, we must believe, utilized as a 
canal to tho river, and that of Erikson 
road lias been suggested. It is associated 
with tbe discoverer and first explorer of 
tbe Charles river and brings to mind tbe 
recent discoveries anent Viuland and 
the ancient Norumbega.

The English Literature Room. 

(From the High School Review.) 

Among tbe many interesting move- 
ments of the present time, the purpose 
of which is to educate the people into a 
sense of tbe beautiful, the true, and tbe 
good in nature and human life, is Tbe 
Massachusetts Society for the Promo- 
tion of Good Citizenship. During tbo 
spring of 1804 a course of lectures was 
given at the Old South Meeting House, 
tbe subjects of which represent tbe pur- 
pose of the society: "The Lesson of tbe 
White City,” “Boards of Beauty,” 
“Municipal Art,” “Art Museums and 
bow to bring them home to the People,” 
“Art in the Public Sobools, "and “Boston 
the City of God.” 

Tbe lecture which interests us most, 
perhaps, is that upon “Art in tbe Public 
Schools,” nnd wo will quote from Mr. 
Edwin I). Moari’s essay introductory to 
this leoture in the New England Maga- 
zine for May. “Tbo public school is the 
place to which we should turn chief at- 
tention in our elTort to promoto a moth 
beautiful public life in America, just as 
we recently bad occasion to say iu these 
columns that it is the place to which we 
must certainly turn chief attention in 
our effort for a better political life. Tbe 
sebmil Rouse and the school grounds 
should be beautiful, and tbe child should 
be surrounded by beauty in the school 
room from first to last. It is chiefly tbe 
cause of ait aud beauty which tbe picture 
must be made to Berve iu the schools. 
Wo believe that here we stand at tbe be- 
ginning of a new era in our American 
school life. Tbe good, the true, tbe 
beautiful — those were tbo words the old 
Greeks loved to use; and they loved to 
use them together. We have too long 
divorced goodness aud truth from beauty 
in life and ia our culture. Our life can 
never be complete, never be rational or 
righteous, till it is beautiful.” 

We believe that it is possiblo for every 
school iu the state to do something to 
bring about a more beautiful uuhlio and 
private life, by beginuing at once to 
maku its rooms aud grounds more attrac- 
tive. When a genuine iuterest is awak- 
ened tbe means will not be wanting. In 
our own school tbo work has taken shape 
in tbo furnishing of an English room, in 
which tbe exercises in Euglisb literature 
shall take place and which shall be filled 
with whatever may tend to awaken an 
interest in tbe subject aud in the lives of 
those who have made the English tbe 
richest and most beautiful literatuie iu 
tbe world. Much of tbe space once 
used for blackboards has been covered 
with cartridge paper and bung with 
photographs of the authors, and of 
places connei ted with their life and 
work. The pupils havo interested them- 
selves iu this woik to such nn extent 
that fuuds have been raised for tbe pur- 
chase of a large number of pictures. 
Tbe work begau in dune and is still in 
progress— the end is not yet. Iu several 
instances former pupilB have given 
piotures, among them, Carlyle, 

Phillips Brooks, Tennyson, George 

William Curtis, E. C. Stedmuu 

and Notmau’s group of Ameiicuu 
authors. Tlie portraits of English 
authors aud photographs of places were 
imported unmounted. A uniform system 
of framing has been adopted for both — 
the portraits are framed iu untique oak 
and tne photographs in white oak. Each 
picture is mounted upon white cardboard 
so that the name may be written upon it, 
if a portrait, and a quotation illustrating 
the author’s relatiou to the scene, if a 
photograph.

NOTHING IN IT. 


CHARGES AGAINST SUPT. OF STREETS 
CIIAIU.ES ROSS UNFOUNDED. 


A largo crowd of contractors and other 
parlies interested in the letting of con- 
tracts by the highway department for 
work in the new boulevard filled the 
aldermanic chamber last Friday evening. 

It was attracted by the prospect of 
Rome sensational developments in tho 
hearing granted John Leahy and others 
in a petition of nn investigation of tbe 
acts of Charles Boss, superintendent of 
streets, and his assistants. 

The petitioners were teamsters, most 
of whom reside in West Newton, whose 
alleged petition stated iu effeot thnt 
there was reason for dissatisfaction nnd 
comnlnint ou their part, and oause for 
action on tho part of tbe city government 
by reason of the acts and improper con- 
duct of the superintendent of streets. 
The petition went on to state that all 
Newton laborers were entitled to u share 
of the work on the new boulevard, and 
charged Supt. Boss with improper con- 
duct and with letting contracts for work 
for his owu benefit. 

The hearing resulted in a complete 
vindication of Mr. Boss, and the com- 
mittee so reported to the board of aider- 
men Monday evening. 


HOLLIS AND HARWOOD. 


REPRESENTATIVE CANDIDATES NOMI- 
NATED BY NEWTON REPUBLICANS. 


The 17th Middlesex Bepublican repre- 
sentative convention was held in the City 
Hall, Wednesday evening. It was called 
to order by E. B. WilBon of the watd 
and city committee, aud organized by tbe 
choice of Thomas Weston chairman and 
and R. C. Bridgham secietary. 

E. L. Pickard, W. S. Slocum and J. T. 
Allen were appointed a committee on 
credentials, and reported the full number 
of delegates, 45, from tbe various wards 
of Newton, present. 

An informal ballot resulted as follows: 
A. L. Harwood 35. J. Edward Hollis 21, 
S. E. Howard 2S, W. C. Bates 4. 

The formal ballot which followed gave 
Harwood 34 votes, Hollis 20, Howard 25 
and Bates 4 votes. Mr. A. L. Harwood 
and Mr. J. Edward Hollis were then de- 
clared nominated. 

It was voted to appoint the Bepublican 
ward and city committee a district com- 
mittee for tlie ensuing year. 

Mr. J. Edward Hollis is one of tbe 
most prominent citizeus of this city, and 
n leading business man of Boston.

Tho present 
policy of granting no more street rail- 
way locations on natrow streets is nu ex- 
cellent one to follow, although possibly 
an exception might be made in regard to 
Washington street, from West Nowton 
to Lower Falls. 


HOLLIS AND HARWOOD. 


The Republicans have nominated 
Messrs. J. Edward Hollis of Newton and 
A. L Harwood of Newton Centre for 
representatives. Both are excellent men, 
of the high character which Newton 
usually selects to represent her, and they 
may be expected to exert a good deal of 
influence upon legislation. 

Mr. Hollis has been an influential and 
popular member of the City Council, and 
could have been mayor if ho had been 
willing to accept a nomination, so much 
confidence did the people repose in him. 
For several years he has been a member 
of the school board, and is now chair- 
man of that body. In this position he 
has not been so popular, because, some- 
how, members of the school board are 
seldom popular in Newton. Last year be 
was very much interested in getting the 
law through the legislature, to have 
school boards have entire charge of 
appropriating aud expending money, but 
fortunately the law did not pass. Here 
in Newton the school board has been so 
extravagant in its demands, and our 
schools cost so much more per scholar 
than the schools of any other city, that 
there was general opposition to such a 
law, and we Lope Mr. Hollis will not 
assume that his election will mean that 
the people have come round to endors- 
ing such a project. Possibly the posses- 
sion of such a power would bring with 
it a Bouse of prudence and eoonomy, but 
the people would rather see evidence of 
such a feeling before the law is passed. 
In all other respects, Mr. Hollis is an un- 
exceptionable candidate, and perhaps be 
will be able to set the minds of people at 
rest by defining his position on this 
question before the election. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood is a retired mem- 
ber of the Bchool board, where he had 
the distinction of being popular on 
account of his following the wishes of 
the majority of the people, and in char- 
acter and ability he is the equal of auy 
representative we have had. What bis 
position is on the matter in question we 
have not been able to discover. 

It may be thought significant that two 
men who either have been or are upon 
the school board should have been select- 
ed this year, especially as it is said that 
those interested in the passage of the 
law referred to, have announced their 
intention ot pushing it ibis year, but 
possibly that bus nothing to do with 
their selection. 

It has beeu an unusual year, from the 
lack of candidates for the honor, as 
generally we have any number of men 
willing lo sacrifice their own wishes and 
accept a nomination, but this year it 
looked at one time as though a draft 
would have to be teBOrted to.

ANTI-DOUBLE TAXATION LEAHUE. 


ITS PKCI. Alt ATtON OF I'llINCIl’I.KS AND 
I'EIISONNEI. OF OFFICIAL HOAItt). 

Tho declaration of principles of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Djuble Taxation 
League is as follows: 

Double taxation is essentially unjust 
and injurious to the best interests of the 
commonwealth. The object of the 
league is the abolition of uouble taxa- 
tion, whether this taxation fall- upon 
property protected olsewheie and al 
ready taxed, or upon both borrower and 
lender iti respect of the same property, 
or upon income derived from property 
already taxed; also the nbolition of the 
tnxatiou of obligations of the state or 
municipalities of Massachusetts, of 
which the interest is already a product 
of taxation, and the ptiucipal must be 
raised by taxation. 

The projectors of the league declare 
that they are oiganized for the purpose 
of urging upon their fellow citizens, and 
especially upon the Legislature, such 
amendments in the laws as will correct 
the system in these particulars; and also 
strenuously to oppose any of those 
changes in the laws, now advoented, 
which would tend to aggravate tho evils 
of double taxation.

Newton Wins Second Prize. 

The Red Jackets of Cambridge de- 
feated the Nonantums of Newton just 
five-tightbs of an inch at the Attleboro 
muster, throwing a stream 170 ft. 4 in. 
John Exley was Newton’s commanding 
officer, but the company was short-hand- 
ed, having ODly fifty men, and a few 
more would probably have given them 
the prize. 

The Newtons were the last to play.aDd 
their best record was made at the last of 
the fifth and last heat. Up to that time 
the Red Jackets had first honors by 
some 15 feet. The Newtons’ fourth heat 
gave them 171 ft., and as but few play 
more than three or four beats, it was 
tnought it had doue its best; hut when 
its water passed the 170 foot mark on its 
last heat, and was so near the Red 
Jackets that it could not be ascertained 
without close meatuiemeut, the excite 
ment was intense, and a more critical 
and highly exciting few minutes at 
firemen's muster was probably never be- 
fore experienced than those taken by the 
judges to take the measurement. Hun 
dieds of excited persous including many 
Rid Jackets nnd Newtonians crowded 
about the judges, auxious for their de- 
cision, ana when it was announced that 
the Red Jackets led by only five-eighths 
of an inch, the excitement gave place to 
argument, aud another miracle was 
added to the many which precedtd it in 
the annals of hand engine musters, but 
none greater than this. Never before 
have the 2 first prize winners come so 
close together, at least not fur years, and 
probably will not again for some time if 
ever. The incident clearly shows the 
importance of expert judges at such 
events. Others might buve rendered a 
less just decisiou. None disputed the 
judges' decision on this or any other 
play made, all were just and accurate 
However, the Newtons had the satis 
faction of beatiug the dozen other com 
panies who participated, and a second 
prize is not to be sniffed at.

HOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

CITY GOVERNMENT IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


An important uew hook on municipal 
administration, of practical Interest to 
every citizen, entitled City Government 
in the United Stales, by Alfred It. Couk- 
ling. formerly an alderman in New York 
city and n member of tho Assembly, has 
been published by D. Appleton & Co. 

The uprising of the American citizen, 
as shown in the receut revolts against 
boss rule and ring rule, and the forma 
tion of nonpartisan organizations for 
better municipal government in many 
cities, rondor the appearance of this book 
peculiarly opportune. The author de- 
scribes tho different departments of tho 
chief municipalities, their methods, and 
tbo past or present abuses. His clear 
presentation of bis theme is illustrated 
by refereuces not only to the various 
American cities, hut also to London, 
Paris, Berliu, Birmingham, and Glasgow, 
all of which he has visited, and whose 
chartors he has studied in the preparc- 
tiou of this volume. He says his object 
Is to set citizens to thinking aDd to impel 
them to work out their own municipal 
destiny in the light of sommon sense and 
modern soience. Their is a science of 
city government, although from the way 
men are selected to take charge of city 
affairs, one would think thatsuch a thing 
was unknown and impossible. 

ANTUItOPOI.OQ Y. 

“Woman's Share in Primitive Culture” 
by Otis Tufton Mason, of the United 
States National Maseum, is to be pub- 
lished shortly by D. Appleton & Co. 
This is the first volume in the Anthro- 
pological Series, edited by Prof. Freder- 
ick Starr, of the University of Chicago. 
The series is undertaken in the hope that 
anthropology — the science of man — may 
become better known to intelligent read- 
ers. While the books are intended to be 
of general interest, they will in every 
case be written by authorities who will 
not sacrifico scientific accuracy to popu- 
larity. Id tho present volume is traced 
the interesting period when with flre- 
niakiug began tlio fits’ division of labor 
— a division of labor bused upon sox — the 
man going to the field or the forest for 

§ ame, while the woman at the fireside 
ecame tho burden-bearer, basket-maker, 
weaver, potter, agriculturist and domesti- 
cator of animals. There are many illus- 
trations. 

ABANDONING AN ADOPTED FARM. 
Miss Kate Sanborn’s amusing record of 
her experiences in "Adopting an Aban- 
doned Farm” is followed by an equally 
amusing book, under the above title. 
One must not expect auy serious descrip- 
tion of the difficulties of farmiDg life, 
from the book, for that is uot Miss San- 
born's intention, but she has collected 
all sorts of amusing stories, brietly and 
wittily told, and the book is filled wiih 
fun from cover to cover. Those who 
wish a hearty laugh should read the 
book. Miss Sanborn has gone out of the 
business of farmiug for profit, wbioh in- 
cludes the famous poultry business, and 
her experiences are very amusiug to read 
about. She tells us she has moved to au 
old-fasbioued colonial farm house, and is 
now farming for pleasure, while her 
hired man is trying to farm for profit 
“on shares." Her stories about life in 
tho country will he appreciated by all 
who have ever had any experience in 
that direotion. The hook is published 
by D. Appletou & Co. 

A MILD BARBARIAN 

is the latest uovel in Appletou’s Town 
aud Couutry Library, aud is one of Edgar 
Fawcett’s characteristic stories. His 
people are always prigs, more or less, aud 
the hero of this book is oue of the worst 
of thorn, but his experiences are rather 
amusing. He is described as a youth of 
twenty-four, who has uever shaved, with 
a light, downy, goldeu beard, which does 
uot coDceal his finely out features, aDd 
apparently he uever shaves, for all 
through the book he is running his 
Queers through the "goldeu” down, al- 
though Mr. Fawcett would have us be- 
lieve he becomes oue of New York's 
leadiug society men. All the other 
characters are of the same priggish 
quality, with hardly iutelligeDce enough 
to carry them through the day. but Mr. 
Fawcett has many warm admirers, who 
think him a great novelist, and they will 
be delighted with his latest novel.

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MUNICIPAL PROCEEDINGS. 

«1TR FOR TltK NEW NKWTOSVIl.IiR SCHOOL- 
HOUSB SELECTED AT I. AST— COMMITTER 
ON PUIIt.IC PROPERTY HR POUTS Tn AT 
$50,000 Is INSUFFICIENT FOR IIRQUIRR- 
MKNTS OF I’lKdCK 8CIIOOI. DISTRICT— 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


IJotn hrntichcs of the city government 
mot in their respective chambers Mon- 
day evening. The most important 
action taken was that of selecting a site 
for the new school building iu the N'nw- 
tonville district. It was decided to let 
the Knowles lot pass into history as one 
of three or four considered and to select 
instead the Harrington land, just as 
acceptable to Newtonville residents, it is 
understood, and costing less money. It 
went against the grain of iho public 
property committee to give up the 
Knowles lot, for its members believe that 
it is the most desirable one of all those 
offered as a site for the new school 
house. Still, the necessary order for the 
purchase of the laud failed repeatedly to 
get through both branches. Iu the 
meantime, the residents of the Newton- 
ville district were clamoring for increased 
school accommodations. It was, seem- 
ingly, a case of another lot or no school, 
at least, very soon. The result is that 
the Harrington land has found a pur- 
chaser and the Knowles lot is still in the 
market. 

Mayor Fenno oalled the board of 
aldermen together shortly after 7.80 
o'clock. He read a communication from 
Mr. G. H. Elder, inspector of buildings, 
recommending the granting of a permit 
to William Shaughnessy to erect a stable 
for four horses. On motion of Alderman 
Humery, action on the report was de- 
ferred. 

The quarterly report of the chief of 
the tire department was received. 

The completion of drawings for jurors 
resulted as follows: Traverse (superior 
court), Moses G. Crane, Lake avenue, 
Ward 5; Charles P. Darling, Grove 
street. Ward 4. Superior judicial court, 
D. W. Bond. Pelham street, Ward 6; 
Caleb F. Purdy, Murray street, Ward 2. 

These petitions were presented and re- 
ferred to appropriate committees: Geo. 
W. Gleason, et. al., for gravel sidewalks 
on Bowdoin street; Francis Murdock, 
concrete sidewalk, West side Bacon 
street; Isaac Garrison, et. al., drain in 
Newtonville avenue; Newton Theological 
Institution, through its treasurer, sewer 
in Cypress street; Caroline J Barker 
sidewalks, Washington street; J. T. 
Langford, sewer in Waban park. 

• On the petition of the New England 
Telephone Company asking for locations 
for poles and wires in Hunnewell aveuue, 
Copley street, Forest avenue and Wash- 
ington street, hearings were ordered for 
Monday evening, Oct 22. 

On motion of Aldermtn Botfe, an order 
-was adopted subject to existing ordi- 
nances of the city, giving the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company 
permit to exteud wires across Pembr >ke 
street and to put up sundry poles and 
run wires thereon in Washington, Lom- 
bard and Austin streets, Hjde, Hillside 
and Auburndale avenues;, also permit to 
attach a 6-i>in arm to a Are alarm pole on 
River street. 

Aldermau Hunt for the highway com- 
mittee reported favorable on petitions of 
Crane, et. al., for laying out aud accept 
ance of Berwick road: Garrison, et. al., 
sewer in Newtonville avenue; C. C. Bur 
sewer in Central street, from Woodland 
avenue to Fern; Anders, et. al., sewer in 
Otis street; Ballou, sewer in Durant 
street. 

On motion of Aldermau Bothfeld 
order was adopted authorizing the lay- 
ing out of Elm road and the baking of 
the necessary laud therefor. 

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld, an 
•order was adopted, authorizing the lay- 
ing of 2054 feet of water pipe in Austin, 
Weir aud Chestnut streets aud appro- 
priating $4108 therefor. 

An order was adopted requesting the 
committee on legislation to appear at the 
hearing in the State House, Oct. 18, at 
10 a. m., and favor the construction of a 
lock and dam in the Charles river. Al- 
derman Bothfeld explained that it was 
-one of the initiatory stepB in the 
•great pi m of the Metropolitan Park 
Commissioners for the improvement of 
the Charles river basin and eventually 
the layiog out of one of the most beauti- 
ful river park ways in this country. 

An old order providing for the issue of 
central boulevard bonds was rescinded 
and a new one passed, authorizing the 
city treasurer to issue aud sell eighty 
$1000 bonds, hearing interest at the rate 
of 4 per emt, per iRiuum. said bonds 
maturing Oct 1, 1040, the proceeds from 
sale of same to be devoted to expense of 
central boulevard construction. The 
original order called for a larger amount, 
which it has been found will not be re- 
quired. 

An order was adopted giving notice to 
M. G. Crane, Emily Crane and others 
of the intent of the city to lay out Ber- 
wick road and appointing a hearing, 
Oct. 22. On a similar order of intent to 
I ly a sewer in Henshaw court, westerly, 
a hearing was ordered for ttio same 
-date. 

Alderman Hunt for the committee on 
public property, to whom was refeired 
the matter of securing a site fora school- 
house to provide for the Pierce district, 
reported that a 12-room building was re 
qilired aud that $50,000 would uot be a 
sufficient sum to provide for the struc- 
ture. This report means that the public 
properly committee will insist upon a 
12-room building. One of that size, it 
seems, cannot be put up for $50,000 aud. 
-consequently, Councilman Bullard’s 
.scheme of economy is uot likelv to be at- 
taiud. There are some mem hers of the 
city council who think $50,000 ought to 
be sufficient for the requirements of the 
Peirce district aud provide for a building 
t .at will till present needs aud lake care 
-of the future for some time to come. 
Ueuce, the attempt made to win the 
public property committee over to that 
view of the case. 

Ou motion of Aldermau Huut.au order 
was adopted authorizing the laying of 
sewers iu Nevtouville avenue, Central 
street, Peru, Otis and Austin streets, 
Cottage place, Elm court, court oif Cherry 
street, court off Allstou street and 
private land off Seaverus street 

The older for the purchase of the 
Kuowles lot was takeu from the table at 
this point. Aldermau Rumery moved 
its passage. It provides for an appro- 
piiatiou of $10,057.50 for about 71.0<)0 
feel of laud bouuded by Ediuhoro aud 
Watertown atreets. 

Aldermau Plummer— 1 cauuot with 
•due regard for justice vote for that 
•order. The owners have offered the 
laud for a price now regarded as reason- 
able through foice of circumstances. 
The other lots offered are just as accept- 
able to Newtonville people and can he 


bought, for less money. I should offe r 
no objection to tbo Harrington or other 
lots offero i at about the snmo figure 
that this can bo bought for. 

Alderman Uumory— Necessity demands 
that this order should be either passed 
or killed. The pooplo of Newtonville 
want us to secure as quickly ns possible 
a site for a schoolbouso and afford them 
relief from present conditions as soon as 
practicable. Thoro is no nso in delaying 
this matter longer. 

Alderman Hunt brought up the point 
that the chairman of tho public prop- 
eity committee was not present, urging 
it a reason for again tabling. Oil motion 
of Alderman Bothfeld the order was 
tabled for the second time. Later, it 
was taken from tho tablo and killed, 
failing of passage by a vote of 8 to 2, two 
members absent. 


Common Council. 


President Knapp presided at the regu- 
lar meeting of the lower branch. There 
was a large amount of concurrent busi- 
ness, over 70 papers coming down from 
the board of aldermen. The Newton- 
ville 8cboolhouao was one of the vital 
topics of tho session and a site for it was 
secured, doubtless groatly to the satis- 
faction of many parents who have been 
kept on the anxious seat owing to a little 
difference of opinion concerning land 
values and ideal lots for a school build- 
ing. 

Couucilman Green sets things moving 
by a motion to take the order from the 
table providing for the purchase of 70,000 
feet of land, bounded by Watertown, 
Walker street and Brookside avenue and 
providing an appropriation of $0000 
therefor. 

Councilman Tolman— Before action is 
takbn on this, I trust the members will 
look into the matter more closely. The 
Knowles party has made an exceedingly 
fair offer of 15 cents per foot and agreed 
if that price was not satisfactory to leave 
it to three disinterested parties, they to 
fix the amount per foot to be paid for 
the land. The land is said to be well 
worth 15 cents per foot and the lot is 
particularly well adopted for a school 
building. It would be hardly fair to 
select another site now when these 
people have made such a fair proposition 
to the city. 

Councilman Green — The residents for 
Ward Two want this matter settled, to 
the end that something may be done at 
ODce toward the erection of a school- 
house. The new building is a pressing 
need. I have favored the Knowles lot 
from the first, but as there seems to be 
no chance of getting an order through 
for its purohaBe, it seems necessary to 
select some other piece of land. The 
Harrington lot will suit the people of 
Ward Two very well and under the 
circumstances it seems better to pass the 
order providing for its purchase. In the 
upper branch, the Knowles lot order was 
taken from the table tonight and failed 
of a passage. It is better to terminate 
further uncertainty aud get some order 
through al onep. 

Councilman Ross— The highway com- 
mittee has never reported favorably od 
the Harrington lot. I don’t think it is 
suitable and it don’t seem to me that we 
should be obliged to take what we don’t 
want because two or three men are 
bound to stand out against the purchase 
of the Kuowles land. 

Councilman Savage — The people of 
Newtonville are satisfied with the Har- 
rington lot. It can be purchased for 
about $1600 less than the price put on 
the Knowles' land. The owners of the 
latter came down in price only after the 
Harrington and other lots were offered 
at a less figure. Newtonville needs a 
schoolhouse and the Newtonville repre- 
sentatives in both branches of the city 
government are ready to vote for the 
Harrington land as it will be acceptable 
to their constituents, who don't care so 
ranch about just what particular lot is 
selected as ihey do for obtaining a 
speedy relief for the overcrowded con- 
dition of the Newtonville schools. There 
are those who prefer the Harrington lot. 

It is, really, quite a desirable site for a 
school building. 

After some further discussion, Coun- 
cilman Green’s motion prevailed and the 
order for the purchase of the Harriugt..u 
land was t.ken from the table, seven 
voting in the affirmative, six negative, 
line absent. 

Councilman Savage — Now that the 
ordei providing for the purchase of the 
Harrington lot is b -fore us. I can see no 
reason why it should not n ««. As a site 
for the needed schoolhouse it is satis- 
factory to those most interested in the 
matter, the pareuls or the pupils, aud 
there is uo good reason to urge for 
longer delay. 

Councilman Bullard— I agree with the 
Ward Two repiesentatives in this body. 
The residents of Newtonville will be per- 
fectly satisfied with the 'larringnui lot. 
The real question of importance with 
them, just now, is to get a school site, j 
Some very nractical tnen believe that the 
Harrington lot is the best of all those 
offered for the purpose. Ex-Alderman 
Chadwick told me that it was well 
adapted and very conveniently situated 
for a school building. Now if that site 
meets the approval of the people of 
Ward Two, it seems to me that our plain 
duty should urge us uot to delay this 
matter longer. In the opiniou of real 
estate men, the price made on the Har- 
rington lot is very low. I hope the order 
will paHs. 

President Knapp put the question and 
the order went through without a dis- 
senting vote, Clerk Brimblecom announc- 
ing 13 yeas. There was one member ab- 
sent. 

On motion of Couucilman Green, order 
17,608 was takeo from the table and 
passed. It provides for the issue of uiue 
$1000 bonds, denominated Newtonville 
school loon, hearing 4 per cent, interest, 
the principal thereof to be utilized for 
the purchase of 70,000 feet of land on 
Watertown street, between Walker street 
and Brookside aveuue. 

On motion of Councilman Green, order 
17.000 was takeu from the table aud 
passed. It authorizes the public proper 
ty committee to advertise for plans and 
proposals for the construction of iu 8- 
roum brick school building on Water- 
town street and provides for au appro- 
priation of $100 therefor. 

The common council adjourned about 
0 45 o’clock aud the Newtonville mem- 
bers, at least, returned home happy. 
They are able now to assure their con- 
stituents that tlie new sohoolbouse for 
Ward Two is, at last, au assured fact. 


PR. OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES. 

AUTHOR OF “AMERICA" FAYS KITTINO 

TRIBUTE TO TIIF. KINDLY Plltt.OSO- 

1*11 ER . 

Of the class of 1820, Harvard Univer- 
sity, from which Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes grndunted, with 60 fellow-stu- 
dents, there nro now only four survivors. 
These nre Mr. Charles Storrow of Law- 
ronce, Rev. Dr. Cunningham of New- 
port, Rev. Samuel May of Leicester and 
Rev. S. F. Smith, D. D., of Newton 
Centre. 

Dr. Smith, who attained fame as the 
author of ’‘America,” and whose con- 
tributions in prose and verse have 
brought him into prominence in Ameri- 
can literary circles, has been a lifelong 
friend of Dr. Holmes. He was a frequent 
visitor at Dr. Holmes’ house, and Dr. 
Holmes weut over from Cambridge to 
Newton Centre very often to greoc his 
old college companion and to cbnt about 
the scenes and events of their boyhood 
aud student days. 

Rev. Dr. Smith is now in his 86th year, 
vigorous, and with mental powers unim- 
paired with the burden of old age. When 
seen by a reporter, tears moistened his 
eyes as he spoke reverently of the dis- 
tinguished American writer of thatoirole 
New England born and bred, of whom 
Holmes, Hawthorne, Emerson, Long- 
fellow, Whittier and Lowell were ex- 
amples of high literary distinction, Of 
Dr. Holmes, he said: 

‘‘He was very popular with his class- 
mates in college, and their affection 
toward him has been constantly increas- 
ing. He was diligent, faithful and suc- 
cessful as a scholar, and as teacher in the 
medical Bchool he rendered even thb dry 
subject of anatomy attractive. He had 
a kind word and a gracious look for 
everyone, and made himself accessible 
to all. He has left no one in the world 
to speak otherwise than good of him. 

‘•He ranked high in college as a 
scholar, and bis industry as a student 
continued throughout his life. He was 
an earnest and conscientious worker 
always. He looked on the bright side of 
life. His wit and humor were never 
labored, but, on the contrary, were tho 
expressions of a cheerful, contented and 
vigorous mind. In his latter days he 
read and thought much on theologioal 
subjects, but he was always calm, reason- 
able and charitable to those whose edu- 
cation led them tn adopt views different 
from his own. His mind, toward the 
last of his life, turned instinctively 
toward religion. 

"In his study, at Beverly Farms, he 
generally wrote in a great armchair fac- 
ing a window and in sight of an im- 
mense rock 30 or 40 feet in height. Call- 
ing the attention of a friend to this rock, 
he once said, in the beautiful language of 
the Scriptures: "When I am afraid, I 
will flee to the rock, which is higher than 
I.” 

"Upon the occasion of my 60th wed- 
ding anniversary. Sept. 16, 1 received 
through Hon. Horatio King, a note from 
Dr, Holmes, acknowledging the receipt 
of a poem, which I bad written for my 
wife on that anniversary occasion. It 
contained a kind sentiment and a few 
woids which I shall always treasure, 
a id which I can appropriately repeat in 
s leaking of Dr. Holmes — ‘he deserves all 
ihe good that cau be said of him.’ ”

Cranberry Centre. 

To tbe Editor of tbe Gkai-iiio: 

It is a long while since you heard 
direct from this once renowned locality. 
A pleasant myth is still cherished by 
some of the older inhabitants that Kip 
Van Winkle turned in here once for a 
forty year nap. 

As he never liked to be disturbed in 
his slumbers, he might have selected a 
more favorable spot for sleep profound. 

When Peck’s Hill nnd tbe adjoining 
globe became tbe property of the New- 
ton Theological Institution, the indica- 
tions pointed to cloistered seclusion 
under classic shades for an indefinite 
period. 

But "tbis uninhabited and uninhabit- 
able region,” as tbe venerable Setb Davis 
once characterized it. lay directly in the 
path of tbe inevitable expansion of the 
adjoining metropolis. 

The ouly gate of approach to tbis 
sleepy hollow from the east was along tbe 
southern base of “Grey Cliff,” so well 
known of late years by tbe winding road 
constructed there, and tbe fine sylvan 
residence on tbe summit. The first in- 
vasion, at this vulnerable point, was by 
tbe extension of Beacon street from 
Brookline in 1859, and by tbe opening of 
the Charles Kiver branch railroad, both 
bringing in vast swelling crowds from 
the city who ciraetostay. With them 
came much noise and confu.ion of 
tongues which waxed louder as the years 
rolled on. Tnrough this natural gap 
also the sand hills in Needham and oe- 
yond were dragged from tht ir founda- 
tions and dumped into the Back Bay 
region. “Every gravel train,” said the 
late Dr. J. G. Warren, “brings Boston an 
inch uearer to us.” 

Along these same Hues, nearly parallel, 
and in cloBe proximity, the Sudbury 
River found its most feasible way to the 
oity in 1874. 

The new sewer from Chestnut Hill is 
tunnelled duriug tho pieseut year under 
the base of tbe uext dip of the same 
strata. 

Thus it would seem that if these rocky 
ridges had run uorth and south, instead 
of eai-t nnd west, wo should have been 
undisturbed probably to the present 
dav 

Oue of the earliest results of the 
advent of new faces was the clashing of 
interests that culminated in the war of 
the two deuots, which raged front 1809 
to the building of the Union Depot In 
1878. 

Many of tho heroes of that bloodless 
conflict now rests "where the forefathers 
of the hamlet sleep.” 

Tbis period was signalized by some 
grand ideas which have left salutary 
traces for all time to come. 

Among these results may be men- 
tioned, tbe evolution of New-towu into 
the Garden City iu 1873. with mayor aud 
aldermen, ex-mayor uud ox-aldermeu amt 
all that.,— followed in due time by elec- 
tric railroadB, sewerage and a more re- 
spectable tax rate than formerly. 

The increasing valuation kindly fur- 
nished by the assessors, along with the 
heavy tax bill, serves to iiidale our 
heaits and keep them above water in the 
generul swim. "Noblesse oblige.” We 
are rieb and can afford it. 

About tbis time oocurred the geolo- 
gical phenomenon of the rise of Newton 
Highlands which liaB proved to be a 
great and abiding success. 

To the genius and untiring energy of 
oue man, wo owe the accession of this 
new oity to our borders. His well 
known initials we will Hyde, but the city 
that be set upon a hill cannot be hid. 

From the fly leaf of our old diary we 
oli|> the following unpublished lines 
written about tweuty years since, und 
intended, iu a clumsy war, to be com- 
plimentary to the new IuMrest: 

Joy unto all who are In his employ ! 

Fur old Farmer Newton's got a new boy! 

Come alt tbe ne'gti hours aud tend us a hand, 

Help the young Highlander up ou IiIb laud. 

Yield him a place at the oilb and thn board, 

Deal him bla ration aud pass him tho gourd. 

Every new mouth, they say, adds to i lie hoard, 

Tbis reads now like ancieut history. 
The Cirouit railroad was first presented 
to the publio by E. M. F. in the Newton 
press about 1875, but uot till 1880 was 
the aunouuceiuuui made. 

Cara ruady ou the Newtou Circuit track. 

For every part of Newtou out und buck! 

Way hills so plain, that he who rides may read 
And safe delivery somewhere guuruuteed. 

And now, in the present year of grace 
’94, comes the boulevard suhome, plough- 
ing a wide furrow through uucieut 
orchards und corn fields, startling file 
crows from their nests to seek remoter 
lodgings, transforming laud owners into 
nabobs, uud deatiued when complete to 
ahuku out forever what little hay seetl 
was left in Old Cranberry Centre.

Grade Crossings. 

To tho Editor of the Okapihc:— 

The editorial In the Ohapihc of Oct. 
5th on "The prospects of relief from the 
dangerous made crossings.” will I trust 
awaken new interest in th;a important 
subject, for there is need of deep thought 
and earnest work on the part of every 
citizen, that separation of grades when 
made he made aright, therefore I am in 
full accord with the closing words of 
your editot ial, 1. p., “If anytbiDg is ever 
to bo done it will have to be made an 
issue in the city election.” Not that I 
have not full conflrlenco in the present 
city government to do what they believe 
to be right aud in accordance with the 
desire of the people, but I know there 
are isaueR connected with this subject, 
which should mako them pause before 
taking a step that would fasten upon tbo 
city a plan of separation that might 
prove to be an injury to the city, and en- 
tail upon property owners a loss for 
which the grade crossing law provides 
no compensation. The question of 
sepantion of grades is a serious one; 
Serious in the danger that confronts the 
poople, although that danger is no great- 
er today than it has been for several 
years. Serious in I he prospect that 
under the present law a plan of separa- 
tion may be ordered by which the city 
will be Disfigured, while it ought and can 
he beautified. Serious in tbe effects of 
that law upon property owners, tbe 
value of whose property will be affected, 
either favorably or unfavorably, accord- 
ing as one plan or another is selected by 
tbe commission that is to be appointed 
by the Court. 

The questions involved are many, and 
include among others the rights of the 
city, the rights of thb property owner, 
the rights of the Commonwealth, and 
the rights of the railroad, aud these 
questions require calm deliberation and 
settlement upon a basis that will cause 
no injustice to be done either party. We 
owe it to ourselves that no act or neglect 
on our part shall impose upon any citi- 
zen of Newton a burden or a loss, for 
which co I’pensation is not provided. 

The present grade crossing law is un- 
just, it makes tbe City and Common- 
wealth partners with tbe railroad in tak- 
ing from property owners a value in their 
property, without providing compensa- 
tion therefor. Tho law provides com- 
pensation for damages sustained by a 
change of grade ot a highway, but it 
ueglects to provide compensation for 
greater damages that may be entailed 
upon property owners, by a change of 
grade of the railroad. Neither does the 
law make provision for the public wel- 
fare in tbe separation of grades, "Securi- 
ty and Convenience” being tbe only 
factors considered, and the cheapest plan 
that will produce those factors may be 
insisted upon by the iailroad even to tbe 
injury of our city. These defects in the 
law as applied to Newton should be 
remedied before the city is committed 'to 
action, and our city government, know- 
ing these defects, would not be justified 
in taking unguarded action under the 
present law. without special authority 
from the people, hence, I most henrtily 
favor your suggestion of making "Grade 
Crossings” an issue in the comiug muni- 
cipal election. Let both sides of tho 
question be fully and fairly set forth, 
and candidates se'eoted to represent this 
issue, and tben let the people decide by 
lliek votes what action they desire tbe 
oity government to take. 

The grade crossings should be 
abolished as quickly as possible, but tbe 
plan advocated before the commission by 
the city, should bo tbo plan best adapted 
to promote the public welfare of the City 
of Newton, having due regard for tlie 
rights of tbe railro id nnd the Common 
wealth. 

Throwing aside all prejudice let ns 
search for the facts aDd their relations to 
our. city and its inhabitants, and insist 
that the plan of separation selected, 
shall bring even justice to all parties.

SCUOOL SANITATION. 


to recall that the “no school" signals 
have been abolished by tho school 
authorities, who decided to let the 
parents decide wbethei to send their chil 
dren or not on stormy days, and to have 
the sohools apdn every morning, whether 
it stormed or not. Fortunately most 
parents were sensible enough on Wed- 
nesday to keep their children at home, 
as unless people wero entirly oncased in 
waterproof garments on that day it was 
impossible to escape getting wet through. 
It was the worst storm we have had for 
months, but the rain was very much 
needed 

BKsri.K.t W. Waiihkx of Btighton was 
nominated by the Democratic Congres- 
sional Convention from this district, 
yesterday, to oppose Geu. Drnper. lie 
was nominated in a brilliant speech by 
Hon. Geo. Fred Williams, and was 
chosen unanimously. He is a lawyer 
with an oflice in Boston, and Is a son of 
tho lamented William Wirt Warten, who 
was eleoted to Congress from an over- 
whelmingly Republican district iu the 
famous political landslide in 1874 that 
landed the late William Gaston iu tho 
gubernatorial chair. Mr. F. H. Howes 
of Newton is a member of the district 
committee, 


Tho neglect of repairs in the Davis 
school has had deplorable results, in the 
epidemic of diphtheria which it is said 
can be traced directly to that school. 

The board of health, it is stated, notified 
the public property committee that the 
Boors in somo of the school rooms in this 
building were so filled with disease 
germs that they should be replaced be- 
fore another year, but nothing was done 
about it. and school began as usual. 

The recent cases of diphtheria are ail 
traced, it is said, to the same room in 
which, last year, the pupils contracted 
scarlet fever. Of course, now that so 
many oases of disease have appeared the 
public property committee have been 
roused up to take the action they ought 
to have taken months before. Now that i w " ^ 
the committee see the importance of 
acting, it might not be a bad idea to 
have the board of health find out whether 
tliero are not other schoolhouses about 
the city that need attention. 

There is no doubt but that crowded 
buildings need the most careful atten- 
tion to bo kept in a healthy condition. 

Buildings that are in such couslant use 
by so many people are apt to become 
unhealthy, unless the greatest care is 
taken. Let any one visit some of our 
larger school buildings, after school is 
over for the day, and he will be con- 
vinced that there is no such thing as a 
science of ventilation. The air is so 
foul iu most of the rooms that a grown 
person can barely endue it, and how 
those that remain in these rooms several 
hours a day escape the ill effects is a 
mystery. Those who have not time to 
visit tho schoolhouses, might try the 
police court room at City Hail, some 
morning after a crowed session of the 
court. 

In some of the schoolhouses. the 
teachers mauage to keep the air tolera- 
bly pure by opening ail the doors and 
windows at recess, several times a day, and 
this is the chief reason why there is ueed 
of recesses iu schools. After school is 
oot also, the jinitor should he tequired 
to open every door and window for at 
least an hour, so that the doom could be 
purified for the next day. If both these 
things were attended to we should hear 
much less of sickness amoug school 
■childreu. but it is said that there might 
be a good dual of improvement in these 
respects. 

Bat no seboolhouse can lie i healthy 
iptace when the sanitary appliances are 
□ ii the Casement. The foul air from 
them rises uud can be detected on tho 
upper floors by tbe visitor, aud iu .qme 
cases tbe odor is sickening. New aud 
expensive schoolhouses are built with 
tuis arrangements, and they are just as 
had as the old ones. In a neiulitiuring 
town a costly and imposing brick struc- 
ture has beeu put up aud only used a 
few mouths, aud yet iu spite of tbe 
latest improvements in sanitary plumb- 
ing there is a sickening odor about every 
loom on the first lloor. Too sanitary

hundreds of children, ought to tie in a 1 

separate building, and if necessary a law 
should be passed mukiug such a regula- 
tion imperative. It can he conuucted by 
a passageway and heated by stoves if 
necessary, but only iu that way can our 
schools be made healthy, no m .iter iiow 
much money is expended for plumbing. 

1 be school buildings tnomselves should 
never he connected directly with tbe 
eeweis, which always will be dangerous 
to tbe health of tbe pupils. If any more 
Kcboolhouses are to be built in Newton 
this matter should be seen to. Oue of 
tbe leading plumbers of the city, who 
has had a good deal to do wiiii school- 
house work, says too much importance 
can not be made of this question, if we 
wish healthy school children. 


The Commission ou "Greater Boston” 
will give a bearing at City Hall, Tuesday 
evening, Oct, 23rd, at 7.30, on the ques- 
tion of having one metropolitan system 
for police, fire department, schools, parks, 
etc., and also on annexation to Boston. 
We hardly think any oue would favor 
the latter, as Newton does not care to 
become a ward of Boston, like Brighton, 
but possibly same may favor uniting on 
some of tbe departments. 


The weather bureau got loft on tho 
storm of this week and only issued its 
warnings on the morning after. The 
hurricane had evidently started in too 
much of a burry to think of sending the 
proper uotico to the weather doctors. 
The amount of water that fell was 1.25

That 
which is Italian is mediocre iu quality, 
and that which is very good is not Ital- 
ian.

Political nnd OtherwlHe. 


It can lie said of tbo public pioperty 
committee that it possesses an adhesive- 
ness that surpasses t lint famous fish glue 
that is advertised to unite most anything 
se.pai-nted by wear or accident Into two 
or more parts. In tho recent controver- 
sy relative to a schoolhouse site iu the 
Newionvlllo district, it stuck for the 
Knowles lot until it was absolutely a 
forlorn hope, and it will not give up tho 
idea of spending $80,00(1 for a school 
building in West Newton, although some 
members of the city counoil have timid- 
ly expressed a • hope that the expendi- 
ture of a less sum would ho found advis- 
able in these days of extraordinary de- 
mands for publio improvements. Half a 
hundred thousand, seemingly, is enough 
to provide a pretty substantial atructure. 
It is not enough to provide for a 12-room 
brick building, but it is not absolutely 
clear to many of our citizens that present 
needH require that. The l’circe building is 
practically unfit for occupancy and must 
bo roplacod. If an 8 room brick build- 
ing, say, is agreed upon, will it not meet 
not only the requiremente of today but 
also make provision for the future? 
There is one point that must not be lost 
sight of iu determining this schoolhouse 
matter. It will not be long before the 
city will be urged to provido a building 
for the grammar grades on the south 
side of the Boston A. Albany railroad. 
That faot reoognized, would it not bp 
wiser to spend $50,000 now and $50,000 
later when the necessity for another 
building becomes urgent. It seems to 
me that it is a question worth due con- 
sideration before final action is taken on 
tbo West Newton schoolhouse order now 
before the oity connoil. 

• ••••• 

From very good authority, I learn that 
Alderman E. M. Rumery is not a candi- 
date in an independent sense for the 
Legislature. He has been urged to run 
by many friends, and if be consented 
would receive pretty solid support. 
There are some who think that he could 
not be eleoted, but I am not so sure of 
that. He is one of the most popular 
men in the oity today, bas an excellent 
record us a member of the city oouncil 
and has those qualities of energy and 
aotivity that appeal favorably to the 
young voterB especially. It caunot be 
denied that the Republican candidates 
are clean, able men, but the fact of their 
connection with the school committee 
and the impression that they will favor 
the enactment of a law giving school 
boards entire charge of appropriating 
money for school expenses fails to 
awaken tbe greatest enthusiasm iu son e 
quarters in their interests. Newton pei- 
ple, however, have sort of wearied cf 
contests, and there are no indicatiors 
now of opposition to the election ot 
Messrs. Hollis and Harwood. When the 
municipal fight is on the apathy 
which at present prevails in political 
circles will perhaps give way. I predict 
that there will be some lively contests 
over the election of members of both 
branches of tbe city council. Like the 
man who lost his chance of political pre 
ferment, we must rest for awhile and 
await developments. 

There is a tendency among the youth 
of this community that gives one a sort 
of weary feeling. I mean that fad of 
wearing tbe hair long or in a mop, in 
imitation, I suppose, of an Australian 
bush whacker. The latter is cultivated 
by tbe chappie who regards it as the 
unmistakable evidence of the football 
player. Some dear boy over in Harvard 
wore his locks that way once and had 
tbe misfortune to be elected to play on 
the varsity eleven. Since then some of 
the High Bcbool boys have been buying 
patent medicine to approach, if possi- 
ble, the ideal of hirsute adornment one 
gets an indication of in the cuts of foot- 
ball artists in the comic papers. It's the 
fashion to make yourself ridioulous 
nowadays, if only to follow the example 
of some poor innoceut with little in bis 
head and nothing particular to dispose 
of except his time. Every one to their 
fancy, of course. It’s the lack of 
originality about it that tires one, and 
when you see those disfiguring wads you 
feel like chipping a dime toward a fund 
for a fresh hair cut.

There are some queer methods adopt' d 
at police , headquarter^, unlike those iu 
most oitios. One concerns tbe way of 
making reports. There is no system of 
making them accurate. That, I submit, 
is a serious defect, for there are frequent- 
ly cases where the city’s interests would 
be protected by full details. In most 
cities blauk forms for reports on acci- 
dents and other happenings are drawn 
up. These require very precise and par- 
ticular information which the investigat- 
ing officer is expected to furnish. The 
way an accident is reported here, if 
brought to tbe attention of the superior 
officers at all, is something after this 
fashion: John Smith, run over by train, 
Eliot, taken to Cottage Hospital. Brevity 
is a good thing io its place, but meagre 
details are of no value in police matteis. 
Full aud complete information is what is 
desired, especially when it becomes 
necessary to make important investiga- 
tions. The officers should be educated 
up to it, eveu in the miuor events, to the 
end that they will know how to do tbe 
right thing at the right time. There is a 
chance for an improvement in tbe line 
suggested. I would recommend, too, a 
discontinuance of tbe practice of look- 
ing up all information at headquarters. 
For instauce,when word is received from 
another city or town that a team has 
been stuleu, the otficer iu oharge shun Id 
notify the patrolmen at onee throughout 
liis own jurisdiction. It can be easily 
dune aud with perfect secrecy. The 
police signal system was in part fur- 
nished for tlie purpose of providing a 
prompt aud safe mothod of communica- 
tion from headquarters to the boxes on 
the various patrol routes throughout tbe 
city. Newton has the good fortuue to 
possess excellent material iu its police 
department. Why uot make it count 
for the best results by adopting those 
practical metboda iu routine matters 
that experience has shown to be neces- 
sary iu the attainment of tbe greatest 
proficiency? 

Councilman Degen, they say, will suc- 
ceed Alderman Itoft'e in the upper brauch 
of tbe oity oouuoil. The latter will re- 
tire after a loug and valuable service at 
tbe expiratiou of the preseut year. Mr. 
Degeu will he tbe ohuioe, it is olaimed, 
of the ward six Uepublioau caucus aud 
yet it is whispered that there will be a 
coutest. Councilman Parker's frieuds 
tbiuk that he deserves promotion, aud if 
they can’t win out iu the Republican 
caucus will try for tbe uou-partisau 
nomination. Its too oui'iy to make pro- 
phesies yet. These struws ouly poiut to 
the upproaob of a muuicip.il campaign 
that promises to ha lively euough to stir 
up the euthusiasm of tlie fellows who 
love to roll up their sleeves aud gat iuto 
the switu for a finish fight.

CHAPMAN CALLED DOWN BY PRESI- 
DENT KNAPP OK THE COMMON COUNCIL 
ROUTINE R08INF.SS TRANSACTED BY 
ROTH BRANCH ES. 


Both br inches of ilie city council met 
iu their respective chambers Monday 
evening. Mayor Kenno presided at the 
deliberations of the aldermen. After 
the reading of the records, ho announced 
these appointments : Ward 1. F. L. Page, 
K., inspector; Fred Feary, It., A. Leslie 
Mori arty, D., deputy inspectors. Ward 
2, Charles Burgher, U., Charles Kepner, 
K., deputy inspectors. Ward 8. Thomas 
Green, 1)., A. Freeman Fiske, It.. Chester 
A. Morton, 1)., deputy inspectors. Ward 
4, Lovi Wales, U., inspector; J. H. Mc- 
Allister, K , deputy inspector. Ward 5, 
Frank F. Patterson, It., deputy in- 
spector; Harvey G. Rube, It , deputy 
warden. Ward 0, Arthur M. Fowls, R., 
deputy clerk. Ward 7. H. C. Dmiols, 
D-, deputy inspector. The foregoing 
were to fill vaoaucies in tbo list of elec- 
ion officers. The appointments were 
laid over under the rules until the next 
meeting. 

A communication was received from 
Dr. Field objecting to the widening of 
Eldrcdgo street. It was referred to the 
highway committee. 

Hearings wore given and closed on 
taking land for sewer in Seaverns street; 
for laying out and acceptance of Saxon 
road; laying out aud acceptance of Fair- 
fax street from Prince to Sterling; laying 
out and acceptance of Duncklee street 
from Walnut te Fislier avenue; widening 
central boulevard (Commonwealth 
avenue), near Boston line. 

Mrs. Gunther appeared to protest 
against the laying of a sewer in a private 
way off Wobster street. 

On the heariug relative to the widea- 
iug, relocation and extension of Apple- 
tion street, Mrs. I). C. Heath appeared 
in favor of the petitioners for the im- 
provement. She emphasized what has 
been previously said of the importance 
of securing a thoroughfare, ruuuiug 
north and south through the city, to 
provide a safe avenue especially for 
pleasure driving. It would furnish, she 
said, a safe approach to the cemeteiy. 
There is, added Mrs. Heath, only one 
horougbfare between Chestnut street 
in West Nevton and Centre street, in 
connecting the north aod south sections 
of tho city, not occupied now by street 
railway tracks and, consequently, ren- 
dered iu a degree hazardous for driviug. 

Mr. Macomber appeared to enter a 
protest. This was merely to protect his 
interests in land owned by him to be 
taken for the proposed widening. 

Mr. W. F. Chapman was the only re- 
monstrant who made vigorous objec- 
tions. Mrs. Chapman appeared, too, 
stating that she did not want her laud 
taken, the property it seems being in her 
name. Mr. Chapman prefaced his re- 
marks by sayiug that public necessity 
did uot require the wideuiug, relocation 
and extension of Appletou street. 1 
protest, he added, against laying out of 
that th jroughfare according to the plan 
proposed. 

Mayor Feuuo read a oommuoioatiou- 
from Mr. W. P. Upham objecting on ac- 
count of taking so much of his laud to 
the detriment, lie thought, oi his estate. 
The land left would be iu such shape 
that its value would he considerably 
decreased. The proposed improvement, 
in his judgment, was not dem Hided by 
common convenience ar.d necessity. 

Mrs. Heath stated t h at she had been 
requi steel by Mr. Chase to stite that lie 
should expect damages if the liu«‘ of the 
street run through his house. He told 
me, however, to siv that he did not want 
to interfere with the carrying out ot the 
improvement. 

Aldeimsu Unthfeld stand that Mr. 
Upham -had withdrawn his objections 
after having seen the city engi >o«r. 

Mr. Chapman— I saw Mr. Upham at 
0 30 o’clock this evening aud ho g ive me 
to understand that be was very much 
oppused to this wideuiug projecr. Ii is 
going to be quite an expense tor the tax 
(layers aud it is not a matter of neces- 
sity. B ier of it all, it looks as if some- 
one had laud to sell. I liqie the city 
council will cousider this question very 
carefully before taking action. Oi 
course, if the street is really a public 
necessity, wo would be williug to give 
our laud and houses. There are other 
more vital improvements demanding 
attention. The point is in this project 
to provide a wav of tindiug a market for 
some land. We don’t care much ah iut 
a thoroughfare there, preferring to live 
iu a quiet way if we can. I tliiuk the 
matter hud better be de erred u itil other 
more necessary improvemouts are carried 
out. It would be better to wait, for in- 
stance, uutil Washington street is 
wideued. 

Mr. E. W. Kadputh — The widening aud 
extension of Appleton street is a public 
necessity. 1 am surprised to tiud a man 
living at the corner of Highland aud 
Appleton street opposing the project, 
especially as his prouerty is in the 
muikei. I think Mrs. llesth lias accom- 
plished what few persons would have 
undertaken and that stie is entitled to 
the thauks of the citizens tor preparing 
the way for such an important public 
improvement. 1 certainly hope that the 
citv council will not give weight to an 
objection brought here by a man who is 
thiuking of leaving the city. Tho im- 
provement, 1 believe, will increase the 
value of Mr. Chapman’s propeitv- 

Mr. Chapin hi — Would you, Mr. Red- 
path give me $500 moie for itV* 

Mr. Redpath— I certainly would if I 
was seriously considering its purchase. 

Mr. Chapman — 1 think that it is high 
time to call u halt on these boulevard 
improvements. Newton is becoming a 
very expensive (dace to live iu. 

At til its point some reference was made 
to laud given for the improvement by 
Ex-Governor Chitlin. This brought Mi . 
Chapin in up again. He slid: “I am 
glad that it is a nutter of record that 
Hon. William Claliin has given a pioou of 
land to the city. I recall the fact that 
when the citiz-ns of New onville ill 
teiesteil themselves iu a plan to widen 
Washington sliest, he gave no laud and 
named a price for it very much iu ex 
cess of wiiut it was assessed for. 

Mrs. Heath — He has gives both laud 
and money for the proposed Appleton 
stieet improvement. 

Mrs. Ctiapmau was recogulzid here. 
She slated that she appealed to 
protest against the taking of auy o' 
her laud and incidentally remarked that 
no real necessity existed for carrying 
out a project that would involve quite au 
outlay and cause besides considerable 
damige to estates along the line of the 
proposed wideuiug. She had about the 


urine views as her husband upon the I 
subject, but expressed them in a different 
way. 

Tho hearing was closed. 

On the petition of .1. G. Kllhurn for a | 
sixth class liquor license noone appeared , 
in remonstrnuce. The petitioner ap- 
peared and said that he desired to be 
plsced on a footing with the oilier drug- 
gists in the Nonuntnm district and to 
h ive the necessary right aocorded him 
of keeping liquor for prescriptions and 
selling for medicinal use. The hearing 
was closed. 

Tho bond of Arthur Mnldoon as pri- 
vate sewer layer was presented and ap- 
proved. 

A petition of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad asking for catch imsin.s in 
Hammond street was reforred to the 
highway committee. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$325 for 248 feet of water pipo in Gleu 
avenue; $02 000 for department ex- 
penses of November; $000 for clorical 
assistance in auditing and examining 
books of tho city treasurer; $514 81 from 
any unexpended balance to be added to 
appropriation for police department: 
authorizing the committeoon (Hinting to 
contract for the various city repoits; 
authorizing the citv treasurer to rccoive 
from abnttors $425 and appropriating 
$875 to bo added to that amount, the 
total to he applied fur the laying out of 
Alpine street. 

The Alpine street order did not go 
through without semblance of opposi- 
tion. Alderman Roffe thought it a bad 
precedent to establish, referring to that 
of appropriating a sum of money as the 
city’s share toward carrying out tho 
work. 

Alderman Bothfeld said that it was 
better to provide for a lirst-class street 
than to later accept a street in povr con- 
dition. Toe abutiors were williug to 
contribute toward tho improvement now. 
Tho street has been kept open for thirty 
years and mii9t be accepted either now 
or at some early time in the future by 
the city. It has been tho custou of tho 
committee to proceed in this way where 
it seems really a step iu au economic 
direction, for the cost to the city of 
putting a thoroughfare like the one 
uuder discussion in good shape at some 
later time would probably considerably 
exceed the sum called for. 

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld, 
orders were adopted authorizing the 
laying out of Lin join street, from Wood- 
ward street to Eliot station; Dunckleo 
street, from Walnut to Fisher avenue; 
Fisher avenue, from Dunklee to Walnut 
street. 

Oa motion of Alderman Roffe of tho 
license committee, J. G. Kilburn was 
granted a liquor license of tho sixth 
class. 

I’etitions were referred to the appro- 
priate committees from residents of 
Newton Centre, asking that Irving street 
be laid out; from J. W. Pearson for two 
oil lights on Nonanlum streets; from the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany for locations for four poles on the 
north side of Griffiu avenue. Ou the 
latter, a hearing was ordered for Mon- 
day, Oct. 22, at S o’clock. 

A petition of the New England Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Compauy for permit 
to attach seveu 0-jiin cross arms on city 
tire alarm poles ou Webster street was 
referred to the committee ou licenses. 

Alderman Bothfeld at this point moved 
the passage of the order authorizing the 
laying out, extension, wideuiug aud ie- 
location of Appletou street. He said it 
was not a laud scheme as intimated by 
one of the gentlemen who appared in 
remoustrunce at the hearing. The idea 
canto primarily, lie continued, from citi- 
zens of Newtonville who favored it, tie- 
lieviug that it was a necessary public 
improvement. The city stone crusher is 
on this street and our teaming has been 
rendered more expensive owing to the 
present narrowuess of tho road aud the 
necessity that now exists of going around 
a devious route to get north of tho Bos- 
ton >fc Albany railroad. It will cost the 
city less than $10,000 to cirry out the 
proposed improvement. The proposi- 
tion of those interested is a very favor- 
able oue, aud it is seldom that a project 
of this cnaracter has been presented in 
such an advantage >us way for the city’s 
interest*, or that ho much can he said in 
favor of. If will give a good s’reet, run- 
ning tQrnugh the city nortli and south at 
a very sin ill cost lu mv judgmeut, it is 
iu the niiert s's of economy to do it at 
tins time. 

In reply to a question of Alderniau 
Plummer, the cliaii man of the Inghwav 
committee said that the resident* of 
Newtonville generally favored the pro 
ject. He had heard, he added, uo oppo- 
sition except l hat recorded at the hear- 
iug. 

Alderni in Plummer— Is there anything 
iu the nature of a laud scheme behind 
lliis piotiosed improvement? 

Alderman Bothfeld— The highway 
committee cau see uothiug of that char- 
acter all iut it and it lias looked into the 
matter very carefully. 

In reply to a question of Alderman 
Iliiuf. Mr. Bothfeld said that the street 
was to he laid out as a general highway. 
The estimated cost, lie stated, was 
$14,200 aud of that amount the petition- 
ers besides giving land coutiibulud $4500. 
Thete are no conditions attached as to 
time, and the work may bo done later if 
that seems advisable. 

Alderman Roffe — How much will the 
improvement add to property values? 

Alderman Bothfeld— I think tho value 
of property will lie enhanced consider- 
ably. The return to the city will mure 
than pay the interest on tho investment. 

Afiei some further discussiou, the 
order was passed without a dissenting 
vote. 

These petitions were referred: T. 
Mead and nine others for re instatement 
iu tho highway department; H. A. Boyn- 
ton, et.nl., for concrete sidewalk ; John 
Bryson, et. til., for street light on Lin- 
coln court; C. T. Pulsifer. et. al., for lay- 
ing out and acceptance of Gay street. 
The hoard at !! o'clock adjourned.

President Knapp directed Mr. Chap- 
man to ootiliue his remarks to the im- 
provement proj >ct under discussion 
when lie departed Iron) the subject pro- 
per to speak of ex Govern >r Clulliu's 
|i isilion in regard to giving laud for the 
widening of Washington street. Thu 
ex-Goveruui’s sou asked to he heard and 
very quietly staled that his father had 
given iu land and money for the Apple- 
tou street wideuiug more than the value 
of Mr. f ihapinaii's whole estate.

Slierninu Abandons .McKinley. 

Senator Sherman soems to have aban- 
doned McKiuleyism and come out in 
favor of a tariff for revonue with in- 
cidental protection. This is what he is 
quoted as saying in his speech at Akron, 
O , last week: — 

I am not now aud never was an ex- 
treme protectionist. I believe that suffi- 
cient duties on imported goods can bo 
and ought to be levied t > pay ordinary 
expenses of the government iu times of 
peace. No duties should be levied for 
protection that are not needed for 
revenue. These duties should he levied, 
so far as practicable, on articles that 
come into competition with iioinu in- 
dustries. Other taxes, excises, includ- 
ing income taxes, should he levied only 
for extraordinary expenses incurred in 
war or other great slriugeucy. Taxes 
ou articles that we cannot produce, such 
a* tea, coffee aud spices, should only ho 
imposed when necessary to meet exi- 
gencies. All duties and taxes should bo 
so arranged in schedules as that the 
revenues cau be raised or lowered by 
schedules without a revision of the 
whole taiiff. I believe tlmt these simple, 
just and adequate rules would remove 
the tariff from party struggles and leave 
the states, counties aud municipalities of 
our country the broad tlel I of direct 
taxes necessary for local self-govern- 
ment. 

This was good republican doctrine be- 
fore the part) permitted itself to be led 
into the swamp of extreme protection- 
ism, and it is ulso a pretty broad intima- 
tion that Senator Sherniau regards Mc- 
Kiuleyism as a failure.

CHANGES THAT HAVE GIVEN A I.AIIOK 
AND TASTHFU1, AUDITORIUM — OKNKIIAI, 
DESCRIPTION OF TIIF. IMPROVEMENTS, 
AI.TBRATIONR AND ADDITIONS TO TUB 
RTIIUCTU RK — I1KAUTIFUI. MEMORIAL 
WINDOWS AN ATTRACTIVE FEATURE. 


For several months, Improvements 
have been in progress which have com- 
pletely transformed the Interior of the 
main audionce room of the .Second Con- 
gregational church in the West Newton 
district. The last touches were npplied 
on Saturday with the idea of getting 
everything in roadiness for the ro open- 
ing services on Sunday. The renovated 
and enlarged edifleo is now regarded as 
one of the most attractive and beautiful 
in the city. 

The exeroises Sunday were informal 
in character. There was tho usual 
sermon by the pastor, Ilev. Theodore P. 
Pruder., and an especially interesting 
musical program by the now quartet- 
choir, comprising MIsh Maude Stevens, 
soprano; Mrs, D. M. Drown, contralto; 
Mr. C, Frank Hunting, tenor; Mr. W. H. 
Haywood, bass. 

The auditorium has been enlarged by 
an addition of 0 1-2 feet on each side 
from the trnnsepts and the roof is now 
supported at tho sides by columns where 
the old walls were removed. The old 
pine pews have been taken out and now 
ones supplied, constructed entirely of 
black walnut. There has been, too, an 
entire rearrangement of tho pews, so us 
to form ono central group across the 
space originally comprised in the brond 
aisle. Instead of three aisles, as 
formerly, tbero aro now four. Prior 
to the ai orations, there worn eighty-six 
pews in the audience room besides those 
in the transects. Now there aro 100 
pews, those on the sides beiug small. 
The seatiug accommodations have been 
increased from nbout 000 to something 
over 700. 

The deoorative treatment was placed 
in the hands of Miss Terry, a New .Jersoy 
artist, who also had charge of the selec- 
tion of tho uow memorial windows. 
There is an evidence everywhere of re- 
fined taste. Modest and harmonious 
effects in wail and ceiling toneR have 
beeu sought for. Tho ornatnre is con- 
sistent with that ideal and there is, in 
fact, a graceful symmetry in the fresco- 
ing, stenciling and general coloring sug- 
gestive of rest fill ness and a true artistic 
conception of the fitting adornment of 
God’s house of worship. 

The organ from its lofty position above 
the pulpit platform stands out in its 
new dress of harmonizing colors. It 
has been put in first-class shape nnd the 
pipes redecorated in accord with the 
general scheme of the interior. Tho gilt 
work is in a fine tracery. 

There are six memorial windows, two 
small stained glass windows in the rear 
of the church and one over the pulpit. 
The memorial windows commemorate 
Lawson Valentine, Ira Hunter, B. F. 
Whittemore, Joseph A. Newell, J. B. 
Whitmore and B. F. Houghton. 

The gas fixtures in the auditorium 
have been remodelled nnd some new 
ones have also been added. The floor 
has been new carpeted and the pews 
supplied with new cushions. A new 
library room has been constructed be- 
tween the church aud the chnpel and the 
entire church structure put in thorough 
repair. The cost of the improvements 
will bo in the viciuity of j0500. The 
work has been carried out uuder the 
direction of the committee on repairs, 
comDrising Messrs. C. M. Whittlesov, II. 
B. Day, Charles R. Fisher and S. E. 
Howard. 


Sterling Elliott tor Chief Consul. 

Nearly a mouth has passed since the 
name of Sterling Elliott was mentioned 
as the popular choice for the chief con- 
sulship of the Massachusetts division of 
the L. A. W. Since this time no other 
candidate has appeared in the field to 
contend against him ns tho regular 
nominee. 

Mr. Elliott enjoys the reputation of 
beiug a man of original ideas, and the 
assurance that he will work conscien- 
tiously and with the best interests of tho 
division at large is the guarantee which 
goes with him into office. While it iB 
yet early to speak of what possibly may 
result when lie comer into office and the 
closing hour for independent nomina- 
tions has uot yet arrived, it is safe to 
assume there will bu no opposing candi- 
date in the field, nnd that ‘ Old Hickory" 
will go in with flying colors. 

When interviewed as to what ho would 
do ill the matter of reforms when be as- 
sumed the duties of chief consul, he 
was exceedingly reluctant to speak, pre- 
ferring to bu in the chair before saying 
how the now broom would sweep. 

It has heeu the custom to give the 
chief consul an appropriation of $400, to 
he used for expenses. This, I believe, 
Mr. PerkiiiB, the present iucumbeut, has 
beeu opposed to. The secretnry-trensur- 
er has an appropriation of ♦MX) for the 
expeuses of his department, which is 
further increased by address work out- 
side by the mailing company. Mr. 
Elliott is opposed to the division mak- 
ing this appropriation for chief consul, 
believiug it unnecessary in its entirety 
and thoroughly believes a better plaoo 
for the money can be fouud in the inter- 
ests of recruiting. 

This idea of Mr. Elliott is not unlike 
that of other league politicians. An 
issue which to all appearance will come 
up before the first meeting of the 
division board of officers is the doing 
away of tho chief consul’s and secre 
tan's appropriation, the utilizing of a 
portion of these sums for the establish- 
ment of a division headquarters where a 
clerk will be in ooustaut attendance 
ready to attend to the wants of wheel- 
meu aud a headquarters iu every 
sense of the word where at certain hours 
the coiibuI and the secretary cau he in- 
terviewed aud will welcome wheelmen. 
The soheme has much to commend it 
from an economical us well as progres- 
sive standpoint.

A QUEER STORY. 

WARREN COON CLAIMS HE WAS SEIZED 
BY A STRANGE MAN— TAKEN IN A 
CLOSED CARRIAGE THREE MILES AND 
THEN RELEASED. 


Warren Coon, tile 10 year old sou of 
Rev. G. W. Coon of Lowell street. New- 
tonville district, tells a peculiar story of 
au alleged attempt at kidnapping, which 
he claims was made Inst Friday. 

He says that about 4 o’clock Friday 
afternoou he was returning from the 
library, where he had gone to exchange 
a book. He came lip Newtoiiville avenue 
over Mt. Ida, and was nearly at the 
corner of Bellevue street, when a hack 
drove up to the side of the street and a 
man inside spoke to him quickly, asking 
if he wanted to ride. 

Not quite catching bis meaning he re- 
plied, “Why, what do you mean?" 

“Do you want a ride?” said the man 
grutily. and beforo the boy could reply 
jumped out of the hack, seized him and 
pushed him in, lollowed himself, shut- 
ting the door and drawing the curtains. 

The driver of the hack whipped up 
his horses and drove rapidly away, but 
in what direction they wore going Coou 
could not tell. 

He was Ukeu so completely by sur- 
prise he says, that he hardly realizod 
what was being done until he was shut 
into the hack with the man Bitting oppo- 
site nnd bolding the door shut. 

The hack was driveu for upwards of 15 
minutes, as uear as he could judge, at a 
rapid pace, and during this time his 
captor neither spoke nor changed his 
position, but eyed him sharply all the 
while. 

At last tlie man signalled the driver to 
stop aud then asked Coou bis name. 
The latter had been colleotiug his scat- 
tered wits during tho drive, and seeing a 
possible chance of esoape through a mis- 
taken identity, replied "John liyau.” 

The answer to this was a rough “You 
aro not the boy I want; get out of here,” 
and glad nt the chance of escape, Coon 
•tales that he got out, atul started tor 
home. 

The carriage left him oo Oak street, 
Newton Upper Falls, near the Billiugs 
stvne barn, fully three miles from where 
the seizure was made. 

He walked home, arriving there about 
7 o'clock, and detailed the occurrence to 
his parents, giving a good description of 
the man in the enrriugo. Ro was about 
35 or 4U years of age. according to his 
story, with black hair and eyes, smooth 
shaven, wore a silk beaver, suit of daik 
clothes and a light face overcoat.

THE PIERCE SCHOOL. 


The schoolhonse question in West 
Newton bids fair to becomo a political 
issue, it is said. It will be remembered 
that the scheme was to have the city buy 
the “common,” as the vacant land is 
called, bounded by Elm and Webster 
streets and Oak avenue, at a cost of about 
20 cents a foot, which would make the 
cost to the oity about $15,000, the land 
being assessed for only 8 cents a foot, 
use part of it for an *80,000 sohool bouse 
and the rest for a playground. Owing to 
the opposition of Conncilman Bullard 
the scheme did not succeed. 

As Alderman Hunt has announced his 
intention of retiring at the eud of the 
year, Mr. Bullard is naturally talked of 
as his successor, ns he has fairly earned 
the promotion by his faithful work and 
the ability he has shown in caring for 
the city’s interests. It is now slated 
that those who favor having the city buy 
this lot at this price, are to carry the 
tight into the city election, and that they 
have decided upon Mr. James T. Allen 
as their candidate for alderman, he being 
in favor of the city’s buying the lot. 
Many people say tlint 20 cents a foot is 
more than any other land in that section 
is worth, and the contest will be a very 
interesting one if it comes oft, although 
we should say that most of the taxpayers 
would support Mr. Bullard on such au 
issue. 

About the schoolhouse itself, there is 
a wide difference of opinion about the 
wisdom of building a twelve room build- 
ing, and also about spending so much 
money for it. It is said that school- 
houses have been built in other places, of 
brick, and with all the moderu appli- 
ances, for half that sum, aud a promi 
nent member of the school board, who 
favors economy, is said to be collecting 
statistics ou the 
cities. 

As to the size of the building, many are 
enquiriug what all this extra room is 
for. In the present building there are 
sittings for 278 scholars, the average at- 
tendance is UH5, and there are 212 pupils 
of grammar school age in the ii istrict. 
The proposed building will have seats 
for tiOU pupils, and evidently some oue 
expects au enormous increase in the 
number of children in that district. 

A large number of the pupils, some 
say a majority, come from the other side 
of the tiack, and as there serins to be no 
.probability of having the grade crossings 
abolished, pareuts nut ouly object to 
having the younger children cross the 
track, but they say that the location ou 
Elm street is far removed from the centre 
of population and also from the centre 
of the district. The number of children 
on the Hill is so large, that thore will soon 
be a demand for another school ou the 
Hill especially if the Boulevard proves the 
success in developing that part of the 
city that people anticipate. For this 
reason it seems foolish to build so much 
larger than the district promises to need 
for m tuy years to come.

A WILD RIDE. 

"It's no.v scnrccly 12 months ngo,” 
laid JackOoL man n«n party of ns drew 
Bronml our rumplin', ‘‘that I was pilot- 
ing n small party of Uncle Sam's men 
np to one of sho now forts on the upper 
Brnzos — I believe they called it Fort 
Belknap or some such name, Tho sojers 
was a preeions set of greenhorns— new 
tv'ernits, l should think. 

“Well, tlvMj fellows were under tho 
command of a white skinned, girlish 
looking young chap, fresh from West 
Point. But young and gTeen ns he was 
the lieutenant was a gentleman and at 
heart, as good a fellow as ever lived. 

“Tho par' • was mounted on snch nags 
os the qua-:* rmostcr con'd purchase for 
them in n ho rv, for though they were 
infantry tie' journey before them waa 
too long to lie undertaken afoot over the 
grassy prairie. 

“Scarcely any of tho men had ever 
before thrown leg over hogskin, bnt the 
lieutenant know something abont rid- 
ing. I beii' vo he said he had been 
learned it where he learned sojering, 
and after a i\ >v days conld sit his saddle 
and bear the fatigue as well ns any old 
Texan. 

“I’d lieen down to San Antonio abont 
threo weeks, and when the quartermas- 
ter engaged me to pilot the sojers 
Strawberry had had tbo quiet range of 
the prairie ad that time, and when we 
took the trail lie was in primo order. 

“Tho more I got acquainted with the 
lieutenant the better I liked him. But 
tho fellows he had along with him were 
of no accent it, nud I knew if tho Cc- 
manehes or Kiowas should cross our 
trail they eov ain’t be depended on. 

“Wo journeyed with tho Brazos on 
our left and in a northwest direction 
till, after abont a week or so, we 
reached the headwaters of the Leon riv- 
er, and as w ’d discovered no signs of 
Indians I \v> glad to think we’il have 
no occasion to try the spunk of onr 
greenhorns in a tight. 

“Wo had reached the foot of the 
Black Hills, where the country is badly 
cut np with deep barraucas, crossing 
eaclt ether lu every direct ion, and hav • 
iug had a hard day’s travel I proposed 
an early camp. While looking for a suit- 
able spot I discovered fresh horse tracks 
and know tout a largo party of Indians 
were in rlio vicinity. I informed tlie 
lieutenant of my discovery and advised 
l;im to secrete his men o> soon as possi- 
ble, for as yet I was eon', i need our ap- 
proach hail not been defeated. 

“But as ii as the wen heard the 
word ‘Indians’ they set up snch a hur- 
rah that yc-ii’d ’a* thought them the 
bravest chaps in toe world, and itv,.s 
not long 1 h i.ire I knew tb.it the Indians 
had discovered us, for wo conld hear 
tliem calling to each other in the bottom 
of one of the deep go i lies, and present.- 
a score or tw. » showed their heads above 
the edge of tao bank, ami letting fly a 
volley dodged out of sight again. 

“I was for getting out of the prairie 
as soon ns possible and reaching a sp< i 
among tlie rocks at tne commeucemen ; 
of the rising ground, where we could 
receive them at a better advantage, bar 
the lieutenant waa so greedy for a fight 
that he wouldn't listen to men moment 
anil gaveortlers for his men to dismount 
and form in regular line and await th" 
attack. 

“Bnt scarcely hud some of them 
obeyed the order than we heard a yell, 
and the next moment the pi. uric was 
covered with a host of mourned Kio- 
was that came pouring out of a bar- 
ranca and charged right down upon us. 
The sojers who had not obeyed the or- 
der, trusting more to their horses’ heels 
than to their rifles, pnt spurs to their 
broken down nags and attempted to es- 
cape. But they might as well have es- 
sayed to Hv from the swift tornado us 
to get beyond the reach of those wild 
riders. A part of tin whooping savages 
made a dash for the cowardly fools and 
soott had their scalps, while the rest, 
ranging past us with a lie idlotig gallop 
and lying over upon the further side of 
the fiery li'tic mustangs, sent a volley 
into our r inks. And m-v, taking my 
advice, tho I. uteuaril ordered his follows 
to remount and in close order make an 
effort to g;,. .i the loci, But two of tho 
men were put mounting, and wo had to 
leave them. 

“ \Ve had about half a mile to go to 
get among tlie nearest rocks, but to do 
SO we bad to run the gantlet of the In- 
dians, who kept up a hot discharge 
which umdo desperate work in our lit- 
tle ranks. We spurred through the suv- 
t-ges, who aft . opted to cut in ahead of 
ns, and wifh .nr sals-rs and revolvers 
kept the truck clear till we had reached 
the rocks. 

“Having gained the spot, howevir, 
we found to <.ur chagrin that our situ >- 
tiou was bu: little improved, for I 1 . ■ 
reckless and undisciplined men in tb- i.' 
eagerness to escupe had thrown away 
their muskets and wore now, with the 
exception of their sabers, entirely u«- 
armed. Buc the lieutenant and myself, 
besides our revolvers, had each a heavy 
deer gun. 

“In the meantime our pack mules 
had fallen into the hands of the sa 1 - 
»ges. 

“I reckoned wo were within about 20 
miles or so of the fort and proposed to 
the lieutenant that while lie set his poor 
devils to work gathering up the loose 
rocks and making a barriuude I would 
endeavor to dash through the Indian, , 
and after reaching the post return as 
rapidly as possible with a sufficient 
force to relieve him. 

“As this seemed to lie tlie only feasi- 


ble plan, the lieutenant approved of it, 
and waiting only for tho cover of the 
approaching night 1 was prepared to 
make the desperate attempt. I tight- 
ened Strawberry's saddle ui-tli and dur- 1 
ing the she : twilight led him carefully 
under covi r of the scattered rocks anil I 
mosquito bushes to smooth ground, and I 
after I had turned the projecting point 
of high rocks mounted, and with an en- 
couraging hint from my heel gnvo him 
the rein. 

“But eantiousns I had lieen the wily 
Indians had been watching nil my mo- 
tions, and scarcely had I emerged upon 
level ground than, filling the air with 
derisive veils, a score or two of the 
painted rascals, mounted on their fleet- 
est mustangs gave chase. 

“Yet I knew gallant little Strawberry 
could outrun any Indian nag I ever had 
a trial with, and without pushing him 
overhard i flew out over the prairie. 
Tho Indians on each flank of mo contin- 
ued to rise apparently from out the 
earth. 

“Scarcely had tho brief twilight end- 
ed than the rounded disk of tho full 
moon peered over .the crest of tho hills 
and streamed a silver flood of light over 
tlie wild scene.

Every character but one in 
thu hook is always posing, and London- 
ers who know the men satirized tlud it 
very amusing.

ROUTES FOR STREET CAR LINE”. 


TOPIC FOR INTERESTING DERATE IN NEW 
TON CENTRE, WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


A gathering of citizens filled Associ- 
ates’ Hall, Wednesday evening, respond- 
ing to a call issued by the Newton Cen- 
tre Improvement Association, to con- 
sider several routes proposed for street 
car lines to connect Newton Centro with 
tbe Central boulevard. 

The three routes considered wero Cen- 
tre street, Irving street and Grant avenue. 
In eaoli case extensive wideniugs were 
proposed. The wishes of the citizens of 
Newton Centre iu this matter are ex- 
pected to be consulted by tho city 
government in granting street railway 
locations. 

A large number from the 500 or more 
gentlemen present took part in the dis- 
cussion, which was exceedingly lively at 
times. 

Mr. H. N. Wood, city eogineer, showed 
a plan of the streets to be considered 
and the present location of the electric 
street railroad. The object of the pro- 
posed changes, he said, was to free Wil- 
low, Pleasant and Homer streets from 
car trncks and connect tho village with 
tho line on the boulevard. If Contre 
street were widened to 1UO feot from tho 
village to Commonwealth avenue a 
double line of tracks could be construct- 
ed. Another proposition was to run 
cars through Beacon street, Irving street 
aud Cbesley road, and the third sugges- 
tion was to widen Grant avenue to 70 
feot aud run a line through Grant avenue 
and Beacon street. In each case a few 
houses would have to be moved. 

Tho cost of widening Centre stri e , 
exclusive of land damages, was estimat- 
ed at $0000. If the Irving street route 
was adopted, the cost would be $8500. 
The cost ot widening Graut avenue 
would he about $5500. If Ceutre Btreet 
was widened the land would be taken 
on the western side. 

Avery L. Rind said Commonwealth 
avenue was promised to Newton Ceutre 
for a means of rapid transit to Boston. 
The corner uf Commonwealth avenue 
and Centre street was near enough to 
the villege, and he did uot think a con- 
necting street, SO or 100 leet in width 
was needed. 

Mr. J. M. Mick tl o.icht it would be a 
good plan to consider such a location for 
the electric road as would permit of its 
extension through Dedham street 
through the Oak Hill district. 

George Ellis was opposed to the grant- 
ing of any location. 

Hon. A. C. Walworth was opposed to 
tbe Ceutre street route, ou account of 
the great injury the locution of a street 
railway on Centre street would be to that 
thoroughfare. 

E. S. Gilbert was also strongly opposed 
to giving up the streets of Newton Cen- 
tre for the benefit of the electric car 
company. 

W. F. Webster thought a cuuuectiou 
with the boulevard would soon be a 
necessity. 

Several others spoke on tbe matter, 
and it will be giveu further considera- 
tion at a future meeting.

This 
order, tabled for one week, in order to give 
a hearing to parties interested, if passed, 
Flnsutl I P ,ac,>9 the city on record as favoring the 
K or bat responsible undertaking of manufacturing 
and distributing gas and electricity under 
the authority given in Chapter 370 of the 
acts of the Legislature of 1S91. permitting 
cities and towns to establish or purchase 
existing plant* of private companies for 
that purpose. The law requires the sub- 
mitting of the question to Ihe voters 
after it ha* been adjudicated upon by the 
city or town governments. 

The chief objection to the scheme in 
Newton is the immense cost involved in 
the undertaking. It annihilate* the com- 
pany now supplying the city with gas and 
electricity and puts the whole control in 
the hands of the city. It provide.- for the 
appointment of a commissioner necessitat- 
ing a considerable Item for salary. In 
many ways it , iters very seriou- objec- 
tion* and involves considerations that 
should receive nio-t careful thought. 

The order is brought forward, too, on 
the eve of election with, seemingly, the 
purpose of rushing it through before the 
character of It* provisions have been 
thoroughly discussed. Great haste in a 
matter of -uch magnitude, affecting the in- 
terests of every ux payer, would be most 
unwise and sven hazardous.

SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


ANNUAL REPORT SUB It! TTED — COLIN 8, 
OllElt ItKRIONS AND IS CHOSEN TO FILL 
THE VACANCY UNTIL THE EXPIRATION 
OF THE PRESENT YEAR— SANITARY 
CONOID IN OF THE SCIIOOI. BUILDINGS. 


The school board held its monthly 
meetiug in the old Clafiio building Wed- 
nesday evening, Chairman E. J. Hollis 
presiding. 

The report of the inspector of build 
ings relative to the sanitary condition of 
the school houses was received. In it, 
he gave the results of an inspection of 
all the school buildings in the city. The 
ventilation at the Bigelow school, he 
said, could be improved. Better ventila- 
tion was required, aiso at tbe L'ncoln 
school. The sanittry condition at the 
Barnard school was not the best. Quite 
a number of tbe school bouses were re- 
ported as not being connected with the 
sewers. On the whole, the inspector 
thought that the sanitary conditions, 
(considering the age of some of the 
buildings and the character of material 
used iu tbeir construction,) was pretty 
fair. Iu the sanitaries, a more liberal 
use of water was recom mended and it 
was suggested that the use of a stiff 
broom iu tbe uranials would be found de- 
sirable toward the attainment of the 
greatest cleanliness. 

Mrs. Martin offered an order providing 
for the appointment of Fred Keyes and 
Willard A. M.ircy as assistants iu the 
Ciatliu evening school, with compensa- 
tion at the rate of 83 per night. 

Mr. Boyden — Da these nominations 
come from the committee? 

Mrs. Martin — There has been no meet- 
ing of tbe committee. 

Mr. Boyden — It seems to me that we 
should live up to the rule which requires 
that nominations shall be endorsed by 
the committee. 1 don’t want to oppose, 
particularly, this order, and I, therefore, 
move that the rules be suspended that it 
may take passage at this time. 

There not being membeis enough 
present, to secure a majority vote of tbe 
full board, Cbairntau Hollis ruled that 
tbe motiou was lost, only seven voting to 
sustaiu Mr. Boyden. 

The report of the superintendent of 
schools was next presented. It con- 
tained some statistics relative to enrol- 
ment of pupils for the semi quarter. 
Tbe total enrolment above the kinder- 
garten grades was 4105, a uet iucrease of 
174 over the corresponding period in 
181)3 The enrolment for the first semi- 
quarter iu 1S02 was 4420. For the first 
semi-quarter this year, there were 182 
more pupils than iu the corresponding 
period ot any preceding year. 

Considerable was said in the report 
about the Peirce school district. Us eti- 
rolnteut in 1803 was 700; this year, 7U4, 
an increase of 28. There had bt-en a de- 
crease in tbe enrolment iu tbe Peirce 
building, due to tbe fact that some pupils 
who belouged there had consented to go- 
to the Bavuard school iu order to assist 
in providing a way for some relief for 
the crowded condition of the former 
school house. There are 18 school 
rooms available in tbe four buildings iu 
the Peirce district, and these, the super- 
intendent said, were taxed to the utmost. 
As it would take, if the work was c >tn- 
meticed at ouce, from 12 to 18 months to 
provide a new building ueeded, Mr. 
Aldrich said lie could not see how auy 
one could take the responsibility ol 
further delay in tbe erection of a struc- 
ture to replace tbe Peirce building, 
especially as it would simply tneau the 
deprivation of tinu* to pupils to which 
they were entitled, hut which could not 
be giveu under existing conditions. 

Tite report was received and placed on 
file. 

For the committee ou auuual report, 
Mr. Smith presented an interesting docu- 
ment which he read in full. It com- 
menced by congratulating the citizens un 
the increased accommodations for pupils 
and the prospects for the provision of 
still more. The delay in providing a 
school house to replace the I’eitce 
buildiug was commented upon. 1c was 
to be greatly regretted and to be hoped 
I that action would not be longer put off. 

| D costs money to provide first class ac- 
| commodatious, but if the school build- 
1 ings ol the city are to be improved, an 
[ expenditure ot a considerable sum is 
I necessary. Oae trouble is that there are 
; so few suitable buildings. The coin mi t- 
j ten wan’s the city to h ive the best possi- 
I b e buildings w ith every necessary saui- 
1 tsry appliance aud to secure these at the 
J lowest expenditure consistent with a 
- view to practical economy. 

Tlie committee urges upoti parents the 
desirability of attending the schools, 
getting acquainted with the teachers and 
co-operating with them in th>ir work. 

The committee expirssed the opinion 
that the new studies introduced in the 
grammar grades had improved them aud 
tli at the schools as a whole were ou >t 
high grade of efficiency. The expense 
per capita h id lieeu increased 82 80 over 
l ist year. This was due to the introduc- 
tion of the new studies in the gi animal 
glades aud the increase iu attendance at 
the High school, calling for the employ- 
meiiL of a largei staff ol teachers. 

rim report was accepted and thereby 
becomes the official report of ihe school 
board. 

On motion of Mr. Boyden, an order 
was adopted authorizing the printing ol 
3000 copies of the auuual report together 
with that of the superintendent of 
schools. 

Mr. C. 8. Oaer presented an amend- 
ment to si-ctiou 4, Chapter 4, of the i ules 
and regulations, to provide that substi- 
tute teachers be paid tbe same salaries as 
those paid to teachers whose places they 
till, aud to provide for some other 
changes affecting salaries. Ou his mo- 
tion, the amendment was referred to the 
committee oa rules aud regulations. 

Mr. Beck gave notice ui his iuleul to 
move an amendment to the imeudment 
aud some discussion followed us to what 


notion the committee on rules oould tako 
on Mr. Ober’s amendment. The matter 
was finally (imposed of by the adoption 
of an order offered by Mr. Smith request- 
ing the committee on rules to report 
such amendment orsubstituti >n therefor 
as might be deemed advisable. 

All order was adopted authorizing the 
closing of ihe primary and grammar 
schools Nov. 6. in older to give teachers 
the opportunity of attending the Middle 
sex County Teachers’ Assoct ition. 

Mr. Colin S. Ober offered his resigna- 
tion to tnke effect at once. It was ac- 
cented. 

The action on the resignation was 
necessary in order to legally prepare for 
filling the vacancy at tbe city election. 
Mr. Ober’s term of off! :e does not expire 
until Jan. 1, ISflO. He was elected to 
fill tbe vacancy by unanimous vote of 
the board tbe present year. 

An order passed providing for tbe for- 
warding of notice to tbe city council of 
Mr. Ober’s resign ition and its accept- 
ance, and of the ex istence of a vacancy 
in the school board from Ward 4. 

The board at 8 35 o’clock adjourned.

The Mnjor-sliip of the High School 
Uattaliou. 

To the readers of tbe Newton Uk.m-hic : 

Tne non-appointment of a major in 
command of the High school battalion 
last year was made the occasiou of con- 
siderable criticism by certaiu members 
of tbe High school, and others profess 
iug to have an interest in the welfare of 
our school military organization. Al- 
though it haB Bgaitt been decided to dis- 
pense with the ollice of major, many still 
question tUe wisdom of the dectsi in, 
While the writer does not pretend to 
knew the motives which nave led to this 
change, nevertheless there are rnauy 
reasons which would show to auyoue 
giving the matter careful oousideiatiou, 
that the tioii-appoiutnient of a major is 
beneficial to the welfare of the bat- 
talion. 

Iu the (list place it gives an additional 
responsibility to ouch aud every officer 
ot tho battalion, which is iu itself highly 
beneficial. It necessitates it more com- 
prehensive knowledge of military regu- 
lations nud gives the different officers a 
wider field to work in. It teaches tile 
captain to feel at ease iu commanding a 
comparatively large body of men, nnd 
gives to the licuteuauts au opportunity 
to manifest their ability to control their 
fellows, in the capacity of company com- 
manders. lit shoit, it widens the Held 
of action for the officers and gives them, 
one and all, n broader experience of 
military tuctics. 

lit the next place, the office of major is 
apt to demoralize the average individual. 
Except iu preparing for, or upou the oc- 
casion of a prize drill, the major has but 
very little work or responsibility, or, at 
least, is very upt to take that view of 
the matter. The lesult of this feeling, 
however natural it may be, iB of ueces- 
eity demoralizing, both to the battalion 
and the individual. Although lie may 
win glory for himself iu the prize drills, 
yet. the lack of work and care ill the bi- 
weekly routiue is harmful iu its efforts 
upou the average major. With the work 
and responsibility of the officers more 
widely aud evenly distributed, and with 
better opportunities offered for the 
cultivation of that inestimable talent, 
the power to control bodies of men, the 
welfare of the battalion, individually and 
colleolivuly, will most certainly he pro- 
moted.

ELDRIDUE STREET BOULEVARD. ] 

RKMONSTIIANT4 Al’I’EAlt AOAINRT IT ON 
AM. SIIIKS. 

To Hi o Editor of die Okapiiic: — 

It Is interesting to note that, » 'cording 
to the Journal of a recent issue, the 
scheme of constructing a new avenue be- 
tween Newton Outre nnd Newton at the 
expanse of the city, for the sole purpose 
of installing an electric load thereon, al- 
though it has been kept verv quiet, of 
late, is yet alive, hihI its promoters are 
hugging themselves hrcinse there lias 
not been n laige number ol remonstrants 
against it. Remonstrants? Why. the 
city, ns wed as the woods, are full of 
them. 

It. is a waste of energy to fight a 
shadow. When this threatened raid on 
the city treasury and invasion of the 
rights of property owners, in fhe interest 
of a private enterprise, assumes definite 
form and sltatip, then, remonstrants will 
beset the scltemo on every hand, and 
stand like a stone wall in its way. 

Iu view of tills proposition for a new 
avenue, tho question naturally follows, 
what nee I has arisen that demands its 
construction? What, relations, business 
or otherwi-e, already existing or to bo 
called into being, that the present means 
of communication between the two 
nnints, via Centre street and also the cars 
of Die circuit railroad do not abundant 
ly satisfy. Those ways of travel would 
be the ones made use of. even if a new 
way was opened. 

In Park street and Waverley avenue, 
the city hns two fine avenues at desirable 
distances spirt. to tho eastward of Centre 
atreit, and from this street to ami be- 
yond Waverley avenue, the land is oc- 
cupied l>v a valuable ol i*b of houses. 

The abutters on these streets protest 
in strong terms against a location upon 
them of an electric road. The opposi- 
tion being ton strong to face on these 
lines, the parties in interest turn their 
attention to wnat seems a feasible way 
of accomplishing their purpose, viz. a 
new route, availing of such streets as is 
possible and turning into roadway what 
is now valuable taxable property, until 
Elmwood- street is reached, in its tor- 
tuous course destroying the beauty of 
many estates from which laud must be 
taken. 

Ou Centre street there will be a thin 
fringe of bouses extending from Hyde 
aveuue to Franklin street, between two 
broad avcDues. This property will be 
subject to the noise, dust and heat aris- 
ing on eithor hand, and will he rendered 
less desirable for residence than at pres- 
ent. 

Elmwood street is a very narrow 
street. It follows that it must be 
widened to a corresponding width with 
tho proposed avenue, to form an outlet 
for it and enable its electric road to get 
somewhere, either to Centre street, 
Washington street or Tremout street; in 
whatever direction it may tend, widen- 
ing of the streets must precede it. 

Yet we are infotmed by the promoters 
of this scheme, that its cost will be but 
a trifle of fifty thousand dollars nr so, 
that the convenience of Newton Ccntte 
aud Newton people require it that those 
who now walk may ride if they will. 

Let us glance at the source from 
whence money is derived for public use. 
viz. the real and personal property of the 
people of thb city. $1.000.000 of value 
yields tit round numbers, in taxes. $15,- 
00U. Allowing that the cost of the pro- 
posed avenue was hut $50, 000, the income 
of over $3,300,000 is absorbed hy it; 
multiply its cost by three or say $150,000, 
cvety dollar of which sum it would cost, 
aud the taxabio income of $10,000,009 is 
disposed of. 

C tizens incline to a careful scrutiny of 
proposed expenditures of public mouey, 
for it begins to be generally understood 
that finally all the cost of the plans and 
projects sanctioned aud adopted by the 
city government, is drawn front the 
potkets of the taxpayers. 

The times do tot warrant the unneces- 
sary expenditure of one dollar of the 
public money in any direction.

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. 


and any one oan see thn difference be- 
tween an intelligent system, and the one 
our street light oommittcos have intro- 
duced to Newton, and which can never 
j ho satisfactory, tinder municipal 
lighting or any other. Most of the com- 
plaints one heats are due to tiro faulty 
system, more than to anything else, 
i If the street light committee had pro- 
! prsed to have t lie city take charge sim- 
J ply of lighting the streets by electricity, 

! that might bavo been a practical scheme, 
and might tiave mot with favor, but we 
i do not believe that the citizens will favor 
anything so radical as the city’s engag- 
ing in the general eleotric and gas busi- 
j ness, especially when there is nojtinte 
j for any careful consideration of such an 
| important matter. We doubt if even 
1 the members of the committee who are 
I careful business men would advise such 
I a wild undertaking. 

As teg trds the cost, of the present 
system, it might be slid that the city is 
being lighted now under [prices made 
five and a half years ago, aud citizens 
who like to know all the facts in the 
case, may like to know what figures can 
be obtaiued of the company now, so as 
to estimate what, if any, saving would be 
made after all the great expenditure of 
l money that the committee proposes. 
We suppose the street light committee is 
fully prepared to answer this question, 
iu order to show that they have con- 
sidered Ibe scheme it. all its bearings, 
and kuow exactly what can be saved 
under the proposed system. 


A rather surprising order was intro- 
duced at the last meeting of the board 
of aldermen, providing that, the city 
should exercise the authority given 
under Chapter 370 of the acts of the 
I. -gislature of 181)1, to establish a plant 
for the manufacture and distribution of 
gas and electricity. The law provides 
that after a city council has acted favor- 
ably two years in succession, the matter 
stall be submitted to the people, and the 
intentiou is to bring the matter up at the 
coming city electiou, uow about six 
weeks off. 

The order was surprising, in that it 
was postponed to such a late date, in- 
stead of having been presented early in 
the year, so that the people would have 
bad a chance to study up tho subject and 
act intelligently. It is rather late to 
spring such au importaut question ou 
the people, and the city council itself 
has hardly time to consider the question 
as fully as its grave importance de- 
mautls, 

.Last year the order was passed in 
baste, and it was theu said that this year 
opportunity would be giveu for full dis- 
cussion, and therefore it weuc through 
without any debate. But this year 
instead of bringing it up iu time to allow 
of a full investigation, the committee 
has waited till the last momeut before 
■bringing it up. 

Possibly the committee has made such 
an exhaustive study of the subject, as 
the size of the scheme demands, aud 
have ex trained into the methods of the 
cities and towns who do^beir own mu- 
nicipal ligliling.and are so well informed 
that they can give all the advantages aud 
disadvantages of the practical workings 
of the -scheme, as illustrated iti other 
places. There are advantages and there 
L’v- disidv.mtages.and the citizens would 
like to know all about both sides before 
voting on such an importaut question. 

If the committee has made such a study 
of the question, they are probably the 
only city council committee iu this coun- 
try that has done so. U is easy enough 
to get up one side of a question in a 
superficial and general way, but to get 
thorough knowledge of butu sides ques- 
tion is a d')T“rent and a difficult matter.

Judge Kennedy gave some very 
pertinent obj ictions to joining our police 
department to that of Boston, at the 
beariug on Tuesday uight, and ho is in a 
position to know what the objections 
ire. The chief objection is that it is the 
practice of the Bostou Police Commis- 
sion to exile to Ihe suburbs otfijers who 
fall into disgrace, and therefore the men 
Newton would get would not compare 
with the present force, either in char- 
acter or ability. Another reason is that 
our police dep irtment is so well managed 
uow that the list of crimes committed in 
Newtou is very small in ’proportion to 
those of Brighton, for instance, or any 
other suburb of Boston. In this connec- 
tion it might be said that while the 
criminal cases in our district court have 
fallen off, under the strict sentences and 
certainty ot punishment under Judge 
Kennedy, the number of civil cases lias 
increased over 100 per cent, and cases are 
argued with s ime of the best legal 
talent of this vicinity as couusel. The 
compliment paid Judge Keunedy by 
Councillor Leeson was not undeserved 
when he said that Newtou h id one of 
the best judges iu the country, aud be 
would also say that even in England 
there was not a better administration of 
law in any of the local courts. That 
everything is going satisfactorily is 
evident from the fact that no complaints 
reach the local papers, and our local 
court is considered a model one. Wuen 
everything goes on well, no one thinks of 
praising, but it is taken as a matter of 
oourse by the citizens. It will pay to 
once in a while publicly rec >guize merit, 
as Councill >r Leeson did. 


Strangers who read the Boston 
paners sometimes get au idea that every 
resideut in Newton wauts to sell his 
house, the advertisements are so nuttier 
ous, but they do not understand lhat 
several buudred houses have beeu built 
in the city the past year, and these are 
the ones advertised for sale. The num- 
erous advertiseraeuts are therefore a 
sign of the remarkable growth of the 
city, and instead of citizens moving 
away, new ones are moving in all the 
tim-. With the completion of tho 
boulevard, the next few years promise

THc FOOD Of THE FUTURE. 

Vnt Unlikely That It May All He Mart* 
l>.v Chemical Processes. 

“Do yon luoaii to predict that all onr 
milk, eggs, meat and flour will in the 
future be made iu factories?” 

“Why uot, if it proves cheaper and 
better to make the same materials than 
to grow thorn? The first steps, aud you 
know that it is always the first step 
that costs, have already been taken. It 
is many years, you must remember, 
»ince I first succeeded in making fat di- 
rect from its elements. Ido not say that 
we shall give you artificial beefsteaks at 
once, nor do I say that wo shall ever 
give you the beefsteak as we uow obtain 
and cook it. We shall give you tho 
same identical fond, however, chemical- 
ly. digestivciy and nutritively speaking. 
Its form will differ, becauso it will 
probably be a tablet. But it will be a 
tablet of any color and shape that is de- 
sired, and will, I think, entirely satisfy 
the epicurean senses of the future, fur 
yon must remember that tho beefsteak 
of today is not tho most perfect of pic- 
tures either in color or composition. ” 

“Tea and coffee could now be made 
artificially,” continued tho professor, 
“if t-lio necessity should arise, or the 
commercial opportunity, througli the 
necessary supplementary mechanical in- 
ventions, had been reached. ” 

“And what about tobacco?” 

“The essential principle of tobaoco, 
as you know, is nicotine. We have ob 
tained pure nicotine, whose chemical 
constitution is perfectly understood, by 
treating salomiue, a natural glucoside, 
with hydrogen. Synthetic chemistry has 
uot made nicotine directly ns yet, but it 
has very nearly reached it, aud the la- 
boratory manufacture of nicotine may 
fairly bo expected at any time. Coniee, 
the poisonous principle of hemlock, has 
been made synthetically, and it is so 
close iu its constitution to nicotine and 
so clearly of the same class that ouiv 
its transformation into nicotine remains 
to be mastered, a problem which is nut 
very difficult when compared with oth- 
ers which have been solved. Tho parent 
compound from which the nicotine of 
commerce will be made exists largely in 
coal tar.” — From au Interview Wi‘h 
Professor Bertlielot.the French Chemist, 
in McClure’s Magazine.

Mi. E. B. Haskell spoke in regard to 
tlie contemplated improvements nti the 
Charles liver. He thought it would be a 
difficult matter to carry out the plan of 
I lie Metropolitan Park Commission. It 
was not well to pin faith altogether on 
this one plan. 

Ex-City Engineer Noyes of Newton 
thought the objections to the dam should 
have but little weight. The sanitary con- 
dition of tho district would undoubtedly 
be improved. He was sanguine that the 
plan would eventually be carried out. 

Resolutions offered by Mr. W. U. Law- 
son wore adopted by the society indors- 
ing the general plan of the commission 
for the Charles river improvement. 

Mr. John T. Langford spoke on tho 
grade crossing question referii .g to the 
unfair and dishonorable treatment of the 
city by the last Legislature and of the 
influence which the Bostou A Albany 
railroad had in the Senate. He believed 
that the grade crossing matter should be 
made an issue in the coming municipal 
campaigu. It would then be learned 
which plan was favored by a majority of 
citizens, that of elevation or depression.

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ANNEXATION NOT FAVORED. 

NK'YTON PKOT1.K NOT ANXIOUS Foil TIIK 
CITY TO IIKCOMK A I’AKI' OF “OIIKATKII 
UOSTON” — HO »n: All V ANTAGKS S K K N ) N 
THK COMMISSION PLAN. 

Tho beating befoie tho “Greater Bos- 
ton” oommission in the City Hall, Tues- 
day evening, brought out an unexpected- 
ly large attend nice. When Chairman 
Kice ol tho anmmission called the meet- 
ing to order at 7. 4.’> . over 100 represeltla- 
tive oitiasns were present. 

The consensus of opinion, as was ex- 
pected, was against annexation, although 
several gentlemen expressed themselves 
in favor of me plan. A number of citi- 
zens favored a modified plan for a metro- 
politan commission. 

After a few explanatory lemaiks by 
Chairman Mice, remarks from the citi- 
zens were called for. 

Chairman Rice stated that the com- 
mission had no particular plan in view, 
but desired to get at the opinion of tho 
people of the district relative to consoli- 
dation in order to present a report upon 
the suoject to the Legislature in May. 
He said that the idea of general annexa- 
tion had beeu practically abandoned and 
that no plan would bo reported or 
recommended that would give a balance 
of power to the City of Boston. 

Mr. E. B. Haskell, chairman of the 
Newton boulevard commission, said 
there were some general arguments in 
favor of a Greater Boston, but as regards 
Newton in particular, he saw no advan- 
tage in annexaltou or a divisiou of 
government. Au exception might be 
made in regard to the control of the 
metropolitan sewer and park systems. 

In Newtou the population was homo- 
geneous. aud such as gave an opportuni- 
ty for pure government. He believed 
some interesting experiments in munici- 
pal government might be made in New- 
tou to advantage. Newton was contented 
witb its government, aud had little desire 
to mingle iu the less pure politics of Bos- 
♦n. 

ibe infusion of new blood in Boston 
proper, continued Mr. Haskell, un- 
doubtedly, would be a bent tit to that 
city, but it is difficult to see bow Newtou 
is to beuelit by the ebauge. Newton’s 
water supply is adequate aud there is no 
reason why the city should be called 
upon in the future to pay, in part, for a 
water supply for places less favorably 
situated. In regard to the suggestion 
insde by Chairman Rice that police 
officers uuder the metropolitan system 
would be enabled to make arrests out- 
side of tbe city limits, it seems to me 
that the necessary authority could be 
provided by statute. If a commission is 
established. Us members should be ap- 
pointed rather than elected. 

Vernon E. Carpenter of West Newton 
believed in tbe annexation of all towns 
within a certain radius of Boston. None 
of tbe Bubutbao towns would amount in 
much without Boston. Boston would be 
benefited and purified by auuexatioii, 
and the outside towns, which reaped the 
advantages of 3oston’s activity, should 
also pay the bills. He believed in an- 
nexation outright, but was opposed to a 
system of government by metropolitan 
commissions. . 

A. R. Mttcbell of Newtonville did not 
favor tbe adoption of the commission 
system. 

Ex-Alderman J. E. Hollis of Newton 
douuted the advisability of either an- 
nexation or tbe adoption of the commis- 
sion system, and J. R. Smith of Newton 
Highlands expressed similar views. He 
said tbe facts about Boston police were 
not such as to make tbe merging of tbe 
Newton force in that body desirable. At 
some future time annexation might be 
the proper thing, but at tbe present time 
he believed it to be undesirable. 

Mr. E. T. Wiswall of Ward Three 
thought auuexation would benefit Bos- 
ton. but would injure Newton, and Mr. 
C. W. Knapp, chairman of the common 
council, could see no particular benefit 
for Newton in auuexatiou. 

Councilman C. E. Hatfield of Ward 
Three favored a geueral system of gov- 
ernment for the district, especially iu 
tbe matter of highways, police, water 
and parks. He thought that taxpayeis 
iu Boston, residing in the suburbs, 
should be allowed to vote iu municipal 
matters. 

Ex Representative E J. II. Estabrook 
saw no necessity for annexation or any 
general commission. Special cominis 
sious could be appointed if necessary. 

Judge John C. Keuuudy said it would 
not be well io put tbe police departments 
of the various cities under one govern- 
ment. Tbe members of the Newtou 
police force would compare more than 
favorably with those of Bostou, and tbe 
total absence of ciime of a serious uature 
in Newtou, be thought, was due to the 
efficiency of tbe police force, aud he 
could see do opportunity tor improve- 
ment by pultiug the department under a 
geueral commission. 

K. U. Ilowcs of the Newton school 
board believed in some central govern- 
ing commission to replace a multitude of 
individual commissions. 

Hon. J. R. Leesun of the Governor’s 
council said that sooner or later all those 
communities whose iuturests centre iu 
Bostou will he consolidated into a metro- 
politau district, like Loudon. It was 
evident that greater efficiency is needed 
ip the administration of the regulations 
aiming to piotect the public heullb. 
Newton’s supply of water must in the 
future hu problematical, and a metro- 
politan water supply would he of beuelit 
to the city. The health problem could 
be belter and more economically handled 
under the metropolitan commission than 
uuder the present system. He was, how- 
ever. perfectly satisfied with the ad- 
ministration of tho city govcniineut of 
Newtou. sud of tbe police, and lie 
thought no city iu this country or iu 
Europe had a belter Judge tliau 
Judge Keuuedy. lie believeil con- 
solidation 01 annexation would re- 
sult advantageously to Newton. New- 
tou aud other towns should help to puri- 
fy Boston, lie doubted if uuuexutiou at 
ptesuut was either possible or advisable, 
but thought some union in a lew of the 
laiger matters could be accomplished. 

Ex- Alderman J. II. Nickerson of Ward 
Th.cc thought Newtou would sulfer 
under annexation, but favored the com- 
mission system iu part. Other gentle- 
men ex messed their views and tlie'ltteai- 
ing adjourned.

DEATH OF JUIIHB THACHER. 


KMINKNT .1 U HIST I’AsSKS AWAY AT Ills 
till. NIK IN NKWTON VII.LK. 


Judge Peter I'lincher, a prominent 
member of the Massachusetts and Milne 
bars, died at ibe residence of bis son., 
Stephen Tbaclier, Lowell street, New- 
tonville, st 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
Ho had been in failing health more than 
two years, and death war the direct 
result of a fall Which lie sustained about 
six weeks ago. 

Mr. Tbaclier was born in Keiincbuiik, 
Me.. Oct. M, 1810. His father was 
Stephen TbHeher. who came to Kenne- 
blink from Lebauon, Ct. Stephen 
Tbaclier was fourth in descent from 
Rev. Thomas Thacher, the first minister 
of the Old South cliurcli. He was dur- 
ing mativ years postmaster in Kenne- 
hunk, and judgo of probate for York 
county. Iu 1818 lie was appointed col- 
lector of customs in Lubeck, and re- 
moved to that, place, accompanied by his 
son, then 8 years old. 

Mr. Tiincher fitted for oollege at the 
Washington Academy, East Macbias, 
and gradit ited from Bowdoin College iu 
the class of 1831 at tile age ot 21 years. 
A numbei of his classmates have since 
become famous iu lnw, politics aud 
literature. 

After leaving Bowdoin he took up the 
practical study ol law in Portlind, in 
the office of his uucle. Judge William 
Pitt Preble. Ho also received instruc- 
tion from o her prominent Maiue 
jurists. 

He was admitted to the bnr iu 1837, 
and at ouce commenced to practice in 
Machias, where hu remaiued almost 15 
years. 

In 1841 he married the daughter of 
Judge Barrett Potter of the probate 
court of Maine, aud president of the 
Caoal Bank. Eleven years Inter bo re 
moved to Rockland, where he practised 
law 10 years. 

Uuler the United States law of IS47 h > 
was appointed commissioner of bat,„- 
rnntcy, and when the law was revised in 
1801, he was appointed register of bank- 
ruptcy. Ho was also United States com- 
missioner a number of years. 

Iu 1S71 he removed trom Rockland to 
West Newtou, aud opened a law office 
on Court street, Bosion. He practised 
law in Boston uulil 1802, when failing 
health compelled him to givB up active 
work. He was chosen city solicitor of 
Newton by the city government of 187(1, 
aud retained the positiou until 1881. 

He was a prominent member of the 
Massachusetts Historical-Genealogical 
Society, and was greatly interested in 
compiling the genealogy of the Thacher 
family. To complete the records of the 
family he at one time caused extensive 
roseirches to he made iu England. 

He was a man of quiet disDosition, and 
mingled little in society. His whole life 
was spent in the active practice of the 
law. and he waa regarded as one of the 
most eminent jurists in Maine. 

Tlie family home was ou Wintbrop 
street, Weat NewtoD, but two years ago 
he moved to Newtonville, where he bad 
since resided with his son. 

He leaves a widow and nine children — 
five daughters and four sous. One of 
his daughters married Col. Thomas 
Wentworth Higgiuson, another is the 
wife of Dr. Edwaid .C tmnuing. assistant 
professor of history at Harvard, and one 
married Rev. Herbert VV. Lathe, who 
was at one time settled in Northampton, 
and later in Silverton, Col. The sons 
are Stephen Thacher. who succeeded his 
father in the law business; George W. of 
tbe firm of Wood Loring<!fe Co., bankers, 
Boston; Henry W. L., a cotton broker, 
in St. Louis. Mo., aud Rev. Francis 
Thacher, a Unitarian clergyman.

DENIED BY SUIT. SPENCER. 

ADAMS EXPRESS COMPANY HAS NOT, HE 

BAYS, DISMISSED EMPLOYE* IIKCAUSK 

OF THEIR MEMBERSHIP IN THE STATE 

MILITIA. 

Prominent official* of the Adams Ex- 
press Company are grently annoyed by 
the puolication in Home of the daily 
papoia of statements in reference to the 
diachnrge of n number of its empl .yea, 
which, they claim, ara not in accord 
with the facts. 

It was staled that tho men discharged 
were msmbera of tho state militia, and 
that t he offence for which they were die 
missed from the company’saorvice w .. s 
that of absenting themselves from dutv 
Tuesday, Oct. 9. during the mobilization 
of the *tale troops. 

It was said that Mr. Daniel Leveling, 
Boston agent of the company, admitten 
that the diachargea were made for the 
reason above given. He watt reported as 
saying that the company didn’t want any 
ol its men in the state militia, provided 
that the duty interfered with tho Adams 
express business. It is said, too, that 
the management is opposed to the 
parades of the militia, because they 
block up the streets and interfere with 
the work of the company, by delaying its 
teams, and, consequently, preventing the 
prompt service which is regarded as es- 
sential, 

Mr. C. S. Spencer, Superintendent of 
the Adams Express Company, who has 
entire charge of the Company’s business 
oast of New York city, and who is a well- 
kuown resident of this city, has this to 
snv concerning the matter: 

“The statements about the discharge 
of some of our men, and the alleged 
cause, are likely to be a great injury to 
the interestH of the Adams Expres* Com- 
pany, and put it in a position that it 
would not take in regard to its dealings 
with employes. I have no knowledge of 
the dismissal of any employe because of 
being with his command in the state 
militia, Oct. 9. If any men were dis- 
charged, it nan probably because of their 
absence without permission. 

■ “The subject of the men’s connection 
with the state militia, necessitating their 
nbsencu upon certain occasions, has 
never been officially discussed hv the 
management of tho company. I feel sure 
that Agent Lovering has been misquoted 
nr misunderstood, as he ha j no authority 
to define the company’s policy. If his 
remarks were correctly reported, bis 
superior officials repudiate them as not 
representing their views in the matter. 

“The company should not be misjudged 
or boycotted because one of its employes 
has expressed an individual oninion on 
the subject (if he did so at all) in an off- 
hand manner, perhaps without giving the 
matter much thought. 

| |"Proper inquiry will be made into this 
case, and those interested may be as 
silted that the Adams Express Company 
will recognize its employes’ duties to the 
state in the future as it has always done 
iu the past.” 


Associated Charities. 

The annual meeting of the directors 
and visitors of the Associated Charities 
was held in the rooms of the society, No. 
7, Central Block, Newtonville, Thursday 
afternoon, Oct. IS. There was a large 
attendance, the president. Rev. Wm. A. 
Limb, occupied the chair. 

The reports of the secretary and the 
chairman of the various stauding com- 
mittees, showed a very decided increase 
iu all branches of the work, the investi- 
gating and registratiDg department, the 
Provident Branch, tho Employment 
Bureau and the Penny Savings System. 
This increase, howover, in the opiniou of 
those upon whom the burden of the 
work has fallen, is due quite as much to 
the fact that the community is hecomiug 
better acquainted with our organizition 
and incliued to make more use of us, as 
to the pressure of the hard times last 
winter. Rightly or wrongly our workers 
are inclined to think that the pressure 
will bear more heavily on us, as a so- 
ciety, this year, than it did last, partly 
because many families who have 
managed to get along thus far without 
help, have used up their resources, aud 
paitly because the outburst of private 
charity was more spontaneous last winter 
than it is likely to be again. 

The repart of the treasurer showed 
that the community has contributed 
generously to our support, and this 
practical proof that our usefulness is 
recognized, is most gratifyiug to those 
actively engaged iu a work, which from 
the nature of the case, must have many 
depressing elements. 

The constitution requires an election 
of new, or the re electiou of old directors 
to the number of seven each year. 
Those elected at the meeting to serve 
until Oat. 1897, are Mrs. Allen Jordan, 
Newton Lower Falls; Mrs. James Bra- 
man, Aubiinulale; N. T. Allen, West 
Newton; Mrs. H. C. Harden.

Worcester, Newtonville; Rev. D. L. 
Furber, Newton Centre. The Rev. Ira 
A. Priest of Newtonville was elected to 
serve until Oct. 1S95, to fill tho vacancy 
made by the real ■nuti'.u last year of Mr. 
S. R. Urbino, who to the regret of his as- 
sociates, was forced by illness to give up 
active work in a cause wliieh he bus 
much at heart.
